Georgia, one of the wealthiest 
states on the American continent, 
in its pro rato of 
against liabilities, has 
agreed to pawn availables to the 
extent of $2,500,000 in order to 
meet the demands of government.

Inerense in Pension Fund. 

Pensions have been more than 
doubled within the past two years 
by the elimination of a property 
restriction and the extension of 
the marriage dates for widow éligi- 
bility from 1870 to 1881.

The. best opinion in financial oat. 
cles is that there will be a moder- 
ate — — in general busi- 
ness conditions in the very near 
future, in fact there are some signs 
of improvement already. This is 
‘certain to benefit the railroads, al- 
though even without such improve- 
ment, it is believed that railroad 
traffic will increase materially on 
the prospective heavy shipments of 
gram and cotton in the near fu- 
ture. The industrials sgcurities at 
the present time are in a position 
where further bear attacks would 
unquestionably cause some severe 
declines in prices, 
ort is not at hand, but there is so 
little liquidation going on that even 
this weakness would probably not 
bring about new selling, with so 
much stock owned outright and 
so many “bargain hunters” quietly 

icking up stocks on weak spots. 

ence, while severe declines might 
be seen. whenever shorts attempt- 
ed to cover in big volumes some very 
sudden and extensive advances 
would result. 

The. situation now is much like 
it was around June 20 when there 
had been a very big short interest 
for a long time which continuous- 
ly increased as prices went lower 
until a point was reached where it 
might be said, “nothing is offered at 
these prices,” When the market 
got into that condition, bears be- 
eame alarmed, and prices for many 
stocks advanced 10 to. 20 points 
in a short time. There are signs 
that the selling movement would 
not have to go much further to 
bring atout the same condition. 


Heavy Movement of Wheat. 


The main cause for the tighten- 
ing in the money market, with call 
funds going tod per cent and stay- 
ing there through most of the week, 
despite the low borrowing demand, 
was that there has been an unusual- 
ly heavy movement of the winter 
wheat crop, recently harvested, to 
market. This has caused a drain 
on the banks from the interior and 
it is probably that if the borrow- 
ing on call had been heavy, there 
would have been a further advance 
in rates. Time money was a little 
firmer. The outlook for the money 
market is for decided easing when- 


ever this latest drain on funds is. 


firrished. There really is a vast 
amount of money ready for the 
uSes of the call and time money 
markets, but one temporary use of 
it or another has caused it to be 
withheld for a time. 

The foreign exchange market had 
a sudden big advance early in the 
week largely as a result of cover- 
ing by those who had sold ex- 
change short as a speculation. This 
was followed by easing from the 
highs later in the week. German 
reparation payments have figured 
in the exchange market here for a 
long time, with funds for German 
account transferred from New York 
to London in the previous week. 

Investment Market Active. 

The investment market has continu- 
ed active, and while there have 
been some small reactions due to 
a letting up of demand, the gen- 
erai trend of prites for the high- 
est grade invesfment stocks and 
bonds has been higher. In the last 
two or three weeks, a very heavy 
demand has been noted for some 
of the foreign government bonds 
payable both as to principal. and 
interest in American dollars. Sev- 
erai small bond issues have been 
floated, which were readily absorhed 
by investors, 

The financial and banking world 
is keenly intrested in the present 
discussions in Washington regard- 
ing tax reductions. It fs felt that 
there will be legislation put

The business news shows that in 
‘many lines more inquiries are com- 
ing into the market for goods or 
materials. . This ig being reflected 
in some small orders from some 
people who had not beer buying for 
a long time. It is the opinion of 
many observers of the situation that 
it would not take much encourage- 
ment to start a very extensive buy- 
ing movement in many lines, The 
next three or four weeks are ex- 
pected to see a change for the_bet- 
ter in several industries which have 
beer particularly backward, and if 
th! occurs, it seems probabie that 
it will stimulate activity in many 
lines. 

Retail Trade Eneouraging. 

Retail conditions are encouraging. 
There seems to be more disposition 
on the part of many retailers to sell 
out their old stocks at current mar- 
ket levels, without eg to origi- 
nal cost and to replace goods with 
such lines as can be sold at lower 
prices. If this tendency becomes 
general, it is expected to cause a 
great increase in public buying of 
goods, and also would quickly pave 
the way for the 9 of large or- 
ders by retailers wi he . manu- 
facturers. It is said &, some ob- 
servers of the situation that “the 
retail trades can bring about a re- 
vival in business in all lines, if they 
will meet the ideas of the public in 
regard to prices.” 

The copper metal market . been 
a little stronger, with some selling 
at better than 12 cents a pound, 
whereas in the previous week, sales 
had been made at as low as 111-2 
cents, the lowest level of the last 
six years. The best buying for some 
time has been for export. Such 
sales as have been made, smal! 
though they have been, have exceed- 
ed in total volume the present pro- 
duction of the metal, hence there 
has been moderate drain on the 
stored surplus. 


Steel Trade is Quiet, 


The steel industry continues very 
quiet, with some departments in 
many plants totally idle and with 
few operating at even half of capac- 
ity. The output of steel by the in- 
dustry as a whole is under 30 per 
ce.t of full capacity. The easing 
tendency in prices has attracted 
some small buying, but there is still 
an attitude on the part of consum- 
ers which indicates that they expect 
even further reductions. 

The cotton market was quite 
strong early in the week, but tended 
to ease off later on profit taking 
and continuous heavy selling by the 
south. The trade believes that a 


new advance will be seen in prices, | 


however, unless there is a change 
in the news from the rural districts 
of the south where heavy deteriora- 
tion is still reported.

Among other 
things, I was es-Roger W. Babsv:. 
pecially impressed 
by the interest which the wives and 
daughters of some of my clients are 
taking in their husbands’ a 
fathers’ business. But it was also 
painful to see the lack of interest 
on the part of a large number. 
Many men could have saved their 
bysiness in times of panic and many 
women could have saved their homes, 
if both had taken a joint interest 
in the factory, store or office. The 
husband. gets absorbed in the busi- 
ness, the wife gets absorbed in so- 
ciety, shopping or more worthwhile 
things. This results in a “board 
fence” developing between the map 
and wife. 

 Commean Bonds. 


We like people who enjoy the 
same things that we do. You and 
your husband fell in love with each 
other because there was Some com- 
mon bend between you. There were 
things which you both enjoyed to- 
Later the children came 
along and they served as a common 
bond. The building of the home, 
the struggles of early days, the job 


‘of “making both ends meet” gave 


you and your husband a common in- 
terest and you both were happy 
struggling together. Now do these 
bonds stili exlst? The bonds that 
bear coupons have perhaps killed 
the ones that bear joy. To women 
who are threatened with this dan- 
ger, I say: 

“Today your husband’s business 


associates are perhaps closer to 


him than you are. Today you have 
soctal and other friends who may 
be closer to you than your husband. 
You and he still love each other 
and are stil) faithful to each other. 
But the children have grown up: 
you both have all the things which 
money can buy; and no other com- 
mon dond has come along to bind 
vou together. He is absorbed in 
the business about which you know 
little; while you are busy with your 
teas, charities and clubs.’ As a re- 
sult vou both are slowly but surely 
drifting apart.” 

During this trip, however, I met 
some women who are actually in- 
terested in their husbands’ business 
They are not interfering with the 
management or inquiring about the 
finances. They are helping in the 
employment end. They are acting 
as sort of unofficial assistants to 
the employment managers or to the 
heads of the personnel departments. 
Instead of fussing with outside 
charities, these women are getting 
acquainted with the families depend- 
ent upon their husbands. They are 
relieving the distress within their 
own ranks. 

Charity at Home. 

One of these women expressed it 
to me this way: “I was a member 
of a local hospital board. One day 
I was greatly shocked by a report 
by our matron of three very sad 
cases. Upon inquiring where the 
people worked, we were told that 
two of them worked at the store 
owned by my husbafid and from 
which we have secured all our 
wealth, Later a simitar experience 
occurred to me in connection witha 
charitable organization of which 1 
was one of the trustees. As a re- 
I resigned from both boards 
and devoted all my spare time to 


getting acquatirited with the peo- l 


ple in the stores, 

Today I visit the home of every 

new employee and call upon. the 
wife and mother. Zach day a list 
of the sick ones is sent to my house 
by the head nurse of the store, 
Against certain names will be a 
star meaning that a ah from me 
would be much appreciafed. 
Our greenhouse—which was get- 
ting to be more or less of a care 
has again become a source of 
great pleasure. Every, day I take 
flowers to the homes of two or 
three of my husband’s employees. 
When no one is il] I take flowers 
to the office and place them about 
in the dark and disagreeable places 
where the poorer paid employees 
work. You have no idea the pleas- 
ure this work has been to me. 
Moreover, it has brought my hus- 
band and me closer together. Like 
the olden days, we now again have 
a commcn bond.” 

I met other women wis? had 
caught this new vision. Not only 
were they happier, but their hus- 
bands were very happy about it. 

The labor problem is the greatest 
care today of the average busi- 
ness man. 

The iabor problem is essentially 
a woman’s problem. It is a prob- 
lem of feelings and instincts rather 
than of agreemepts and statistics. 
A woman can diagnose and solve 
a labor difficulty far better than a 
man can. A woman appreciates the 
part which the instincts and emo- 
tions play in life. A wife can ex- 
plain to the family of an employee 
the real desires and aspirations of 
her husband, the employer. She 
can interest them in the factory or 
store far better than he can. She 
can also explain him and make 
friends for him far better than he 
can do it for himself, 

A great deal of trouble and dis- 
satisfaction comes from a disagree- 
able working envfronment. Offices 


and factories are all too often un- 
ye mee and are sometimes posi- 
tively 


harmful places to work in. 

o make them attractive and home- 
like requires the atténtion of a busi- 
ness home-maker. Here then is 
another place where a wife can 
help better than anyone else. 


A Business Home-Maker. 
Business people spend most of 


‘the waking hours in the factory, 
store, or office. 


I have always felt, 
therefore, the importance of mak- 
ing the working environment as at- 
tractive ag the business can afford. 
The place where the main part of 
a persons’ life is spent should have 
plenty of air and light. Things 
should be clean and neat. There 
should be a place to play during 
off-hours. The grounds should be 
a pleasant setting for the build- 
ings... I have found that all these 
factors readily pay for themselves 
in the increased quality and quan- 
tity of resulting output. But even 
if comfort. and happiness were a 
pure expense, I should still regard 
the expense as necessary—for work- 
ers are entitled to a decent life as 


well as a decent living. 


A Very large proportion of mod- 
ern enterprises are conducted on 
this policy of maintaining a plant 
in which the workers can. take real 
pride, Here is a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for a wife to help her hus- 
band. It, is housekeeping and —— 
making on a broader sale. I can- 
not imagine a woman who would 
not be interested in a proposition 
to make several people 
more comfortable and happy.

Women are born experts on style. 
Moreover, this 18 a field peculiarly 
adapted to a man's wife rather than 
the regular members of his organi- 
zation. The place to study styles 
is not at the ll where they are 
sold— but in the social circles where 
ag are to be worn or used. 

o show that this is a most prac- 
tical problem and one especially 
suited to women’s keen intentions 
and judgment, I quote the following 
paragraph from a most interesting 
article appearing in The Dry Goods 
Economist: 

“The heads of departments in 
stores that serve the fashionable 
trade have the opportunity of as- 
certaining something definite as to 
the trend of style. Naturally, it is 
the modish woman who first gets 
the new ideas. Information along 
the same lines can also be obtain- 
ed from high-class dressmakers and 
from. manufacturers of the more 
expensive lines of women’s wear. 
The retailers we have interviewed 
say they obtain their ideas chiefly 
from the fashionable women among 
their own customers.” 

Certainly the woman who can 
foresee these omnipotent swings in 
style and help her husband antic!- 
pate their reaction upon his busi- 
ness, will render him an incalcula- 
ble service. Here is something 
which ordinarily cannot be done for 
him. It is essentially an outside 
job. It is fundamentally work for 
a woman and a wife. 

Protecting Themselves. 


In addition to being of great 
service, these women who take an 
active interest in their husbadn’s 
businese are protecting themselves. 
If their husbands should suddenly 
die, these women would not be de- 
pendent upon the advice of some 
cold-blooded lawyer or some self- 
interested partner. These women 
would be in a position to look out 
for their interests. So you see 
that from every point of-view it’s 
the thing for many more women to 
do. If your wife is not doing it, 
look into it. Have her get ac- 
quainted with the employment man- 
ager, and especially with the fac- 
tory or store nurses. Thie offers 
a wonderful opportunity to help the 
business and to enjoy oneself at 
the same time. ~ 

These suggestions are primarily 
to the wife of the man who is in 
But even a 
greater opportunity for service ex- 
ists for the young Wife whose hrrg- 
band is working for another. The 
success or failure of most men is 
due to the influence of their wives. 
And so business men urge young 
wives to encourage their husbands 
in their work. speak well of their 
employers, and arrange the house- 
hoid so as to help the bread win- 
ner in everv: possible way.

comb him well; make him give up 
everything he has as security, and 
then make the directors as well 
guarantee the loan for all they are 
worth, f course much of 
the money tbaned by the reserve 
banks was used for the legitimate 
purposes of trade and commerce, but 
entirely too large a proportion of 
it was alse used for the promotion 
of all kinds of speculative schemes 
and many millions borrowed from 
the New York Reserve bank was 
employed by the borrowing banks 
to promote speculative schemes of 
the executive officers of prominent. 
banking institutions in that city, 
to whom in various cases specially 
low interest rates, commonly spok- 
en of as “family” rates were some- 
times charged. „ I have no 
hesitation in telling you that as 
far as I am able to see the decent 
and conservative banking element 
in New York city, as everywhere 
élse, regards just as I do and as I 
know you do, the operations and 
methods of certain big speculators, 
all the more dangerous. because of 
the prestige given them by their of- 
ficial position, who have made play- 
things of the funds of other peo- 
ple, and defied the moralities and 
decencies. When stockholders un- 
derstand how their confidence has 
been abused there will be radical 
changes in the personnel of some 
institutions. 
. I heard much talk while I 
was a member of the federal re- 
serve board about forcing the 
farmer to sell his wheat, or the 
cotton planter hig cotton, or the 
cattle raised his live stock, the 
whoiesaler or retailer their stocks 
of goéods, but 1 must tell you 
frankly that I do not recall a single 
occasion during the past year or 
two of deflation when the board 
ever discussed seriously the impor- 
tance or desirability of requiring 
the big banks of New York, some 
of which were lending milliong of 
Ollars to their own executive of- 
ficials on highly speculative’ se- 
ecurides and to dig syndicates 
in which ‘those officials were ac- 
tively interested and which those 
banks had been.carrying for months 
and sometimes for years. to liqui- 
date a portion of those loans in or- 
der that by so doing those banks 
might have more money to supply 
the legitimate use of trade and 
commerce. 
Inflation Unavoidable. 


What did Mr. Strong have to say 
in reply? He expressed the belief 
that inflation was unavoidable to 
the degree that people of the Unit- 
ed States did not—could not— 
finance the war out of savings. He 
pointed out that after the armistice 
there was a drop in the demand for 
commodities, but that this move- 
ment “was replaced by a veritable 
orgy of speculation and by rising 
prices that culminated in the sum- 
mer of 1920.” He added, “We got 
our first warning that the break 
was coming from the silk market. 
It was inevitable, world-wide, and 
due to natural causes. As ‘early 
as August, 1918, we began to con- 
sider the prospects, and in August 

of 1919 we took Steps to meet it. 
We could not léave the treasury out 
of consideration in 1919, fo rthe war 
was not over from the financial 
point of view.” Mr. Strong told 
how efforts had been made by the 
federal reserve banks to prevent 
expansion of credit during the war 
while at the same time doing every- 
thing possible to make the Liberty 
loans a success; how steps were 
taken to insare enough credit to 
the stock exchange to prevent eol- 
lapse of prices; how committees 
were formed in New York to regu- 
late credit. 

No Basia for Charge. 


Having heard both sides, what 
conclusions should be reached? 
First, 
there is no basis for the charge 
made by Mr. Williams that south- 
ern and western banks were dis- 
criminated against in favor of the 
big New York banke. The position 


today of the federal reserve banks 


of the south and west, as reflected 
in their own relatively smaller re- 
serve rates, proves that more cred- 
it was extended to their member 
banks than was good for them. The 
facts are that banks in avet? sec- 
tlon of the country joined in the 
wild orgy of speculation which Mr. 
Williams described. The finger of 
blame cannot be fairly pointed to 
New York alone. As for why the 
federal reserve board did not stop 
this. wild movement sooner it must 
be Kept in mind that, first, a prom- 
ise was made that for a ‘fixed pe- 
rio Liberty bonds would be carried 
for subscribers at not more than 
the coupon rate and that interest 
rates were raised by the federal re- 
serve board as soon as that period 
expired. Then, too, it must be kept 
in mind that the treasury had to sell 
a lot of certificates of indebtedness 
to take cafe of pressing floating

hess viewpoint. As soon as re- 
leased from its promise regarding 
the interest rate on loans secured 
by Liberty bonds and as soon as the 
treasury conditions 
federal reserve bank board took 

one effective step to stop the wild 
orgy of speculation: that is, it 
raised the rediscount rates, 
made the increases progressive in 
the case-of an individual member 
bank that became over- extended. 
That is one of the things about 
which Mr. Williams complains. From 
Mr. Williams’ viewpoint it would 
have been all right to have raised 
the rate here in New York, but all 
wrong to raise it in tne south and 
west. 

As for thé charge, made by Me. 
Williams against certain bank of- 
ficials here in New York, that charge 
must stand. But it is interesting 
to know that some changes in per- 
sonnel have already been made and 
others even more important are go- 
ing to be made. That is as it should 
be. And it is also right that the 
stockholders of some of these banks 
have seen large profits disappear’ 
because of the losses that had to 
be written off. The one bright 
side of the whole business is that 
the banks that have had to take big 
losses are the ones that could well 


stand it withdut hurting anybody. ,

Weekly Metal Review | 


New York, August 13.—4 more 
optimistic feeling prevails in the 
steel trade over the future of the 
market although the volume of new 
business continues small and fails 
to reveal general confidence.

The chancellor of the British ex- 
chequer argued that continuance of 
the present system impoverished 
everyone of the interested powers, 
and that means it aught to be ex- 
amined for reducing the cost as the 
high expense meant less repara- 
tions 

It was agreed to create an inter- 
allied commission of financial ex- 
perts, on which the United States 
woujd be represented, to study ways 
and means whereby a reduction in 
occupation costs might be devised. 

The French premier, in a long 
speech indulged in some sarcastie 
utterances regarding Lord Curzon's 
reference to German national senti- 
ment. He opposed strongly discon- 
tinuance of occupation of the three 
Ruhr cities. 

“The French government.“ de- 
clared M. Briand. “has no intention 
‘whatsoever of hurting Germany’s 
national sentiment or maintaining 
occupation of the Ruhr cities indefi- 
nitely. But there also is the na- 
tional ‘sentiment of France to be 
taken into account.

gether. Foremost among the late 
developments arising out of the 
proposed fecess is the mass of pro- 
test from the business interest of 
the country being received daily by 
the administration against any. de- 
lay at this time in the passage of 
what is said to be much needed 

islation., 
hile no further announcement 
has been made concerning the re- 
cess following that of Friday, it 
is understood that senate leaders, 
with particular reference to the re- 
publican side, have taken advantage 
of over Saturday adjournment by 
Holding conferences with party 
heads with the view of determining 
the effect upon the country of such 
a recess at this time. 

President Harding, although hav- 
ing previously ‘expressed himself as 
favoring a congressional vacation, 
is safd to be giving the matter his 
serious attention, and, according to 
reports, may ‘yet assume the lead 
by calling upon majority leaders to 
revoke announced plans.

our August message. I feel that 
this day should be more and more 
observed as one of the most sacred 
of our national anniversaries.

Clare these to be true does not 
secure them to us in the workings 
of our every-day life. They can 
only be secured and made safe by 
a fudamental law which is above all 
other law, which cannot be changed 
by the whims of whatever popu- 
Jar fads and fancies happen to be 
in the majority. This law is the 
constitution. Therefore. let ue de- 
vote the day on which it was sign- 
ed—September 17—to rendering 
public honor to the great charter 
of our national liberty. In such 
celebrations our society should take 
a prominent part. 

Constitution day may be called 
the anniversary of a new birth of 
our country. The day should be 
marked by public exercises calcu- 
lated to popularize the constitution 
itself, to explain its provisions. Do 
not regard it as dull and obscure 
because it is a legal document, and 
law is popularly supposed to be

A more gen- 
eral knowledge of all that the con- 
Stitution gives to us is the best 
antidote to the insane and silly 
ravings of soap-box orators and 
parlor radicals who think them- 
selves and their theories are the 
cure-all for every political and so- 
cial ill. We have had too much 
patience with such people who de- 
ceive the ignorant—themeelves in- 
cluded. We have had patience so 
long that it has become a danger- 
ous evil. in that it has let the e 
son of unsound theories filter into 
the unwary minds of too many of 
our people. It is our duty to offset 
this by a knowledge of the truth 
about our constitution, about Amer- 
ican ideals, and the difference be- 
tween true liberty and false. Make 
Constitution day in every communi- 
ty a day devoted to Americanism 
and what Americanism means. July 
Fourth and September Seventeenth, 
are days of equal significance. Ral- 
ly around the constitution, which 
alone has made the Declaration of 
Indpendence a living fact. Make it 
a part of our daily life and as fa- 
miliar to us as our daily thoughts. 
This is one of the most important 
kinds of service which each chap- 
ter can render to our country in 
these days of disloyal propaganda.

. Okefenokee Swamp 


Few pens have been able to de- 
scribe the beauty of the Okefeno- 
kee swamp, this wonderland in 


southern Georgia, and no brush has 
been able to reproduce the varied 
colors of the woods, for the exqul- 
site blending of shades has been 
touched by a Master hand into one 
brilliant glow that is inimitable. It 
matters not how dull one’s imagina- 
tion is, or how dead one’s enthu- 
siasm, the natural beauty of the 
Okefenokee will stir every inani- 
mate sensibility into life. 

Old trees are there like gray, dus- 
ty warriors that have battled with 
the elements and have withstood the 
storms of the centuries. Flowers 
bloom the year around that are 
found in no other place this side 
of the Atlantic, and no ferns are 
found anywhere with such feathery 
fronds that are ever waving on the 
banks above the limpid streams. 

“Big Water” stretches for miles 
through a labyrinth of moss-draped 
cypress, which are mirrored in a 
maze of loveliness on the bosom of 
the stream. Water lilies are sprin- 
kled everywhere and pitcher plants 
are there in all their perfection. 

Bear and deer hold high carnival 
there and birds of rare plumage oft- 
en stop over in their migratory 
flights to southern climes. “Okefe- 
nokee is a refuge for such rare and 
splendid birds as the ivory-billeé 
and pileated woodpeckers, the wood 
ibris the sand-hill crane and the 
American egret. Seven species 
of ducks are found wintering here: 
Hooded Mergansre, Mallard, black 
duck, green winged Teal. fan-tail, 
wood duck and ring necked duck. 
In the somber depths of the bays, 
about the first of June, we may find 
the nest of the Arcadian flycatcher, 
which delights in the solitude of the 
moss-draped trees above the clear 
brown water.” 

The Okefenokee is the only place 
in Georgia where one may find the 
eand-hill crane and the limpkin. 

One is forcibly impressed with the 
fact that we have failed in our duty 
as patriotic Georgians to have ever 
let this great natural preserve pass 
out of our hands. However, oppor- 
tunity is once again knocking at

This spot would 
bring her untold wealth and place 
her on equal footing with any state!

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Constitution Day 


One of our most important an- 
niversaries falls on September 17. 
On this date in 1787 the convention, 
composed of a number of our wisest 
men from all the states came to- 
gether and derw up à stronger 
form of -vermmnent, which they 
set forth in a document known as 
the Constitution of the United 
States. It was submitted to the sev- 
eral states for approval or rejec- 
tion, and by June 21, 1788, it had 
been ratified by the required num- 
ber of states and on April 30, 1789, 
it was put into effect with the in- 
auguration of George Washington. 
Since then it has bestowed a great- 
er amount of freedom and happi- 
mess upon a greater number of 
people than any form of govern- 
ment ever devised by man. 

In these fifty-two. words, “We the 
people of the United States, in order 
to form *a more perfect Union, 
establish Justice, insure domestic 
tranquility, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the general 
welfare, and secure the blessings 
of Liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity, do ordain and establish 
this Constitution for the United 
States of America.’ 

In these fifty-two words, the 
framers of this wonderful docu- 
ment, acting for the people, set 
forth the purpose of their labors. 
Herein is stated all that they plan- 
ned to do and all that the govern- 
ment of the United States has done 
or may expect to do. 

The Nationa! Constitutional 
League of America, with offices in 
New York city, has issued a people’s 
edition of the Constitution in boek- 
let form. Matthew Page Andrews, 
M. A., is the editor. In this little 
booklet each article is explained. 
The editor states that if the people 
of America read and understand the 
constitution of the United States 
there will be no question of any 
other form of government for

Civic Education and 
Women’s Interest in It 


Just before the close of the session of the genera! assembly of 
scorgia on Wednesday a very feminine voice over the telephone 
asked for the woman’s department of The Constitution. 

She stated who she was, a prominent bysiness woman, proprietor 
+f her own business, and then asked: Can't you publish in the 
woman's department on Sunday a list ofall the bills passed by the 
legislature? Not the whole extent of each bill, but what each one 
means? ‘ So many women have said to me that since they must now 
vote on public matters, and since it is difficult to keep up with the 
bills as they are passed, or to know what they stand for, it would 
be very useful to all the ‘new citizens’ to have a summary in the 
woman's department.” os : 

“You mean the bills which the women’s organizations indorsed?’ 

No. I mean all the bills that were passed. The women are, of. 


course, more intensely interested in certain issues than others, but now 
since they must vote on every issue on which the men vote, and 
should have an opinion on every maiter that will be submitted to them 
‘or decision, they want to know about all the laws.” 

The “new citizen” was assured that The Constitution always pub- 
lishes such a list, although it does not appear in the woman’s depart- 
nent. 

The incident was significant in its indication of the desire of the 
women to inform themselves thoroughly about civic matters, in order 
ihat they may act intelligently; in order that they may think right, 
and not only vote right, but be so well posted that they can do the 
educational work in politics; can post other men and women who 
can’t or won't inform themselves. 

It should be a gratifying thing to the club women of Georgia, by the 
way, that an organization of women was the first and only organiza- 
tion of men or women in Georgia to put forward any expression of 
opinion or desire before the meeting of the legislature concerning one 
of the most important pieces of legislation enacted at this session. 

The Fifth District Federation of Women’s Clubs, meeting in At: 
fanta in May, passed strong resolutions proposing the lease of the 
executive mansion property instead of its sale, presenting in their 
resolutions the same arguments which won out for this idea, when the 
matter came up in the legislature. 

The federation,. with the best interests of the state at heart, did 
what no commercial, political or patriotic body of men in Georgia did. 
Having the vision to anticipate the great future of Atlafita property 
values, they made puble their views and their wishes on this im- 
portant subject well in advance of the meeting of the legislature, and 
gave publicity to them by transmitting their resoluiops through clubs 
and newspapers all over the state. The wisdom their proposal 

‘was proven in the action taken by the general assembly. 

The present status of the bills indorsed by one or more of the 
state organizations of women represented in the legislative council 
of women’s state organizations, of which Mrs. Robert Berner, of 
Macon, is chairman, is published elsewhere on this page today. The 
value of the legislative council, which is a child of the Georgia Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, proved itself in its first season of operation, 
the session just closed of the Georgia legislature, in the excellent 
concentration of effort and the.absence of over-lapping of effort on 
the part of the organizations interested.

On Club Work in the South 


The showing of the ten souther® 
states in club work as reported at 
the national council meeting, Gen- 


at Salt Lake City, by Mrs. J. W. 
McCollum, of Florida, compared 
well with other sections, many of 
which are much larger in member- 
ship. * 
Concerning the work of the fed- 


erated club women in the whole 
southern group, Virginia. North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas and Texas, 
Mrs. McCollum said: 3 

1. All ten states show big in- 
crease in membership, South Caro- 
lina having eighty new clubs: dur- 
ing the last two years, and Georgia 
sixty-three, with an aggregate gain 
of tour thousand members. Ala- 
bama gains sixty-two new clubs. 
“2. South Carolina, Virginia and 
Louisiana have recently started en- 
dowment funds. South Carolina 
has not raised quite all of the de- 
sired $10,000. Louisiana expects to 
have raised her $10,000 by the first 
of December. Florida’s objective is 
$100,000. At the biennial some state 
president spoiled this story by ask- 
ing what we had. 

3. Alabama has published a bat 
letin in the past four months, edit- 
ed by the president and the cor- 
responding secretary.

Work in Georgia. 


The Georgia report was as fol- 
ows: 

“In Georgia, the Empire State of 
the South, we find a great variety 
of climates—mountain, seacoast, 
and plain, therefore a diversity of 
interests. Georgia club women take 
a keen interest in affairs, county, 
state and inter-state.’ One fair is 
entirely managed by the nearby 
club women. The Georgia-Florida 
fair did the unique thing of hav- 
ing a Woman's day, at which the 
Georgia state president, the dis- 
trict president. and the first vice 
president of the general federation, 
Mrs. W. S. Jennings, of Florida, 
were guests of honor. 

“In her educational work, Geor- 
gia seems to prove the statement 
that man has more faith in life as 
a teacher—woman more faith in 
schools. The Georgia federation 
supports a mountain school at Tal- 
lulah Falls where 108 children are 
taught and trained. Clubs give 
most generously to this. One 
hundred and eighty-three girls have 
already been educated on the 
federation’s students’ aid loan fund; 
43 girls being in school now on 
this loan. The federation has 
eight gift scholarships, and circu- 
lates a library of 45,000 volumes 
and requiring two trained libra- 
rians to carry on the work. In ev- 
ery * clubs are 1 
ru schools. many clubs working 
for tha.senecildation of schools, and

adult illiteracy: in Georgia. 
eral Federation of Women's Clubs, 


many more are working with the 
county educators to obliterate 
In the 


past year 15,000 men and“ women 
could read the newspaper and the 
Bible and write their nams who 
couldn’t do so before. 

“Club women are helping to pre- 
serve the holly trees in Georgia, 
and one town planted eight miles 
of sycamore trees and another crepe 
myrtle trees as Victory trees. 

“The annual Grand Opera season 
in Atlanta brings music lovers 
from all over the south, and incul- 
cates in homes and schools a taste 
for higher music. Many clubs have 
put Victrolas in the schools, 

“During this year’s opera sea- 
son, the southeastern council of 
state federations was formed, and 
Atlanta was a charming hostess. 
North and South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Georgia and Florida were rep- 
resented. Mrs. Hays, president of 
the Georgia Federation, was elected 
chairman; Mrs. Murrell, of North 
Carolina. vice chairman, and Miss 
Zella Armstrong, of Tennessee, sec- 
retary-treasurer. A set of rules 
was adopted, Savannah named as 
the next meeting plaee, and the 
time just one day prior to the 
Georgia convention to be held in 
Savannah in November.“ 


Alabama’s Program. 


“At a recent meeting of the Ala- 
Dama report concerned social serv- 
vice. Mrs. McCollum said: 

“At a recent meetin of the Ala- 
bama Conference for Social Work 
many unsolicited and surprising 
testimonials to the value of the 
work of the federated clubs were 
offered by various speakers on the 
program of the two-day meeting. 
The president of the State Tuber- 
culosis association said, ‘We have 
today in Alabama a new spirit of 
service, a new vision of social wel- 
fare. The federated clubs have 
shown us the way to serve and to 
organize for service.’ Dr. Lovejoy, 
of the National Child Welfare com- 
mittee, said that at last Alabama 
had something to be proud of in 
her state child welfare department. 
Mrs. Bush, head of the state child 
welfare department, and Judge 
Murphy. of the Jefferson county 
juvenile court, in discussing the 
progress for better laws for chil- 
dren ascribed the credit for initial 
steps and consistent effort to de- 
velop these to the state federation. 
The superintendent of education, 
Dr. Abercrombie, in his address, 
said that two divisions of the edu- 
cational department were the out- 
growth of the activities of the fed- 
erated clubs—the department of 
exceptional education, and the di- 
viston of the community better- 
ment.“ 


Hygiene in Mississippi.

Gorgeously costumed crowds and, 
immense, spectacular sets, aren't: 


worth a continental unless all this 
trerhendous expenditure of time and 
money leads straight buck to the 
heart of a single character. 

Cecil B. de Mille, in “Male and 
Female,” “sx orbidden Fruit,” “The 
Affairs and Anatol” and other recent 
productions has made a tremendous 
success of the spectacular. And in 
similar measure so have D. W, Grif- 
fith, William D. Taylor, Von Stro- 
— oh George Melford and other 
well-known directors. 

This success has been taken by 
the amateur scenario writer to 
mean the Success of the spectacular 
per se. And as a-result we have 
been deluged with manuscripts call- 
ing for individual scéne pictures that 
are really very beautiful, but abso- 
lutely worthless in forwarding the 
dramatic interest of the story 

If you analyze a Cecil de Mille 
picture, for instancey you will find 
that the producer has not included 
a single gorgeous spectacle without 


[Some real and very vital reason. We 


are not spending $86,000 for a Cin- 
derella glass set in “Forbidden 
Fruit“ just to please the eye alone; 
there must be a dramatic ~ lead 
straight back to the basic emotions 
of the entire photoplay. 

Perhaps the most interesting ex“ 


ample of this occurred in “Joan the 
Voman.” If you will recall we had 
a marvelous King's Feast” in which 
the King of France and hundreds of 
courtiers wined and feasted in ut- 
most luxury. 

Now as a picture of historically 
famous “wild party” this King's 
Feast” by itself was mildly interest- 
ing—but not te such an extent as to 
justify the thousands and thousands 
of dollars Mr. de Mille lavished upon 
it. 

But when we cut back from the 
scene to shots of. Joan languishing 
in prison this spectacle develops a 
real “punch.” For we get the tor- 
ture of the woman’s soul, forgotten, 
though she had saved the very peo- 
ple who dissipate while she suffers. 
In this case we gained dramatic in- 
terest in proportion to the lavish- 
ness of this “King’s Feast.” But 
just as an unrelated incident the 
spectacle wouldn't have been worth 
one-tenth of the money we spent. 

* Dan't try to sell a gtory on the 
strength of a “big mob scene” or 
‘exciting shipwreck.” Those things 
are but trimmings. The main thing 
is story. the reaction of human 
souls undes difficult situations, And 
all the spectacles in the world aren't 
worth the paper it takes to describe 
them if they fail to link up with a 

vein of throbbing heart interest. 


Youth te_Demanded. 


Almost avery 10 is reorganiz- 
ing its staff to meet the changed 
conditions. In every Move economy 
is the nns word. Samuel Gold- 
wyn, o seems to be the mouth- 
piece of the big producers, only this 
week hurled another bomb into the 
ranks of thee players. As a lingual 
bomb thrower Goldwyn is a con- 
spicu6us success. Just listen to him: 
“What the cinema industry needs is 
youth—ambitious, vigorous, imagi- 
native youth that will portray life 
as it is today; men who will grow 
with this newest of the arts; men 
who know the old technique, but 
who will be constantly seeking the 
new. When pictures are produced 
at a reasonable cost and we have 
given this young blood a chance.

General Agreement 
On Armament Limit. 


On the subject of the limitation 
of armaments—and of naval con- 
struction—there seems to be prom- 
ise of substantial agreement, but 
beyond this lies a whole area of 
uncharted waters, filled, everyone 
knows this, with dangerous rocks 
and shoals. Briefly, what are to be 
discussed at Washington are the fu- 
ture relations between the United 
States and the British empire and 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan. In the background, moreover, 
lies the patent possibility of the 
combination of British and Japanese 
strength against us. 

Let us agree quite frankly that 
the last possibility is remote. Yet 
It is by no means inconceivable and. 
unmistakably, it is an outcome 
which corresponds with the tradi- 
tional policy of Great Britain. The 
truth is that the world war, while 
ending in victory for the British 
and enabling the British to acquire 
the graat prizes which were avail- 
able for the victors, was a supreme 
disaster for the British empire in 
that it temporarily, at least, enables 
the United States to occupy the po- 
sition that had been British ever 
since the Wars of Louis XIV. 

This was true in the limited mili- 
tary sense, jt was quite as true in 
the larger field of international re- 
lations, As the British army had 
frequently supplied the needed 
weight to defeat a continental state 
seeking world domination, Per- 
shing’s army gave to the allies of 
1918 exactly that advantage which 
enabled them to triumph and 
brought Germany down as Louis 
XIV. and Napoleon had been 
brought down in the past. : 


America Is Arbiter 
Of World Affairs. 


In the larger field, at Paris and 
zince Paris, America has been po- 
tentially the arbiter of world at- 
fairs. Our power has been little 
used and we have demonstrated a 
striking lack of appreciation of the 
character of that power or the fash- 
ion in which it might be turned to 
our own advantage. But if we have 
not known how to make use of the 
influence which came to us, as the 
one world power preserving its re- 
sources intact and having made lit- 
tle sacrifices of its manpower—pos- 
session remains unquestioned. 

In this situation nothing is more 
in accordance, with the British tra- 
dition than that British statesmen 
should proceed to construct a com- 
bination of powers which would be 
strong enough to restore the bal- 
ance of power in the world and en- 
able the British to regain lost 
ground. Moreover—and the circum- 
stance is worth reflecting upon—it 
is precisely this policy which Europe 
has expected the British to follow. 

With their continental history 
well in mind both the French and} 
the German writers have forecast 
an Anglo-American clash and, in ad- 
vance of the clash, an Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance, If there has been a 
notable cooling of Freneh enthusi- 
asm for an English alliance in re-

Great Britain. The same circum- 
stance is discoverable in Italian 
minds. As for the German, for 
obvious reasons he not only expects 
but hopes for such a conflict. 


British Statesmen 
Know What to Do. 


In a certain sense British states- 
men have to choose between war 
with the United States and a formal 
acceptance of certain circumstances 
which have resulted from the war. 
Even before the great struggie the 


United States was rapidly rising to 


world pre-eminence albeitequite un- 
consciously and with astonishingly 
little idea of using the newly ac- 
quired strength. Certain advan- 
tages, long experience and training, 
bestowed upon the British, other 
advantages flowed from accumu 
lated capital and advantageous po- 
sition. 

But the war swept away much 


of the capital, upset the whole do- 
mestic and economic machinery of 


Great Britain, eliminated the flower 
of its young manhood, at a single 
bound raised the United States to 
a position of approximate equality 


in sea strength and unmistakable 
ability to outbuild Britain in any 
The 
t 


between accepting for e 


upon the sea and engaging in a 


new and terrific struggle. 


It is not too much to say that 
long before the world war the Brit- 
ish foresaw something of the in- 


evitable growth of America. As far 
back as the days of the Spanish war 
British policy began directly to 
court American favor and seek 
American association. For a full 
generation, while the people and the 
governments of this country have 
been hardly conscious of the fact, 
British statesmanship has been 
laboring to bring about an Anglo- 
American association, alliance; com- 
munity of interest, which should 
endure even when the American na- 
tion became, for the moment and 
until the dominions developed over- 
whelmingly stronger than the 
parent nation. 


U. S. Policy Clearly 


Skown at Paris. 

At Paris this policy disclosed it- 
self with unmistakable clarity. Had 
the United States been represented 


at that conference by statesmen 
trained in international relations 
the results might have been inter- 
esting beyond words. As it was, 


what literally happened was that 


Britain followed us into the con- 
ference and we followed her out. 
Our strength and our influence be- 
came hers, to be used in accordance 
with her desires. Actually we pos- 
sessed the greatest power and in- 
fluence of any country represented 
in Paris, but not knowing how to 
use that power ourselves it was 
transformed into an asset of Lioyd- 
George and his only less clever 
lieutenants. 

But this temporary deflection 
could not endure. If British di- 
plomacy at Paris won the greattst 


triumph in all the history of Brit- 
ish dealings with the rest of the 


world, the repercussions were disas- 


trous and nowhere more disastrous 
than in the United States. The 
worsening of Anglo-American rela- 
tions following the Paris confer- 
ence has been remarked by ‘every- 
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all. in the course of the dominions. 


The recent London conterence has

British Dominions 
Also Have Views.

Insensibly the center of imperial 
power is shifting in their direction. 


demonstrated the new conception 
the dominions have of their power 
and duty. Yet no American should. 
mistake the enormous break with 
tradition and history that British 
leadership must make, it con- 
sents to surrender the great posi- 
tion it has occupied for centuries 
and recognize the United States as 

And will the United States be per- 
manently satisfied with a position 
of equality? “Given the British tra- 
dition, given the British necessities, 
for loss of control of the means 
swift and utter ruin for the United 
Kingdom, Britain can only allow an- 
other naton to become strong at sea, 
strong enough to become a poten- 
tial menace to British safety, pro- 
vided there be unmistakäble guar- 
antee of the eterna! friendliness of 
that country. And are we prepared 
to give such guarantees? 

It seems to me self-evident that 
the United States and Great Britain 
must be allies, actual allles or 
rivals, enemies in the long run. 
There is no middle ground. This the 
British have clearly perceived and 
have shaped all of their policy to- 
ward the arrival at an Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance. But is the United 
States prepared to enter such an al- 
liance? For several 1 the Brit- 
ish have beén extending to us an 
offer which runs counter to all their 
history, for never yet have they 
recognized as equal, nor consented 
to any alliance save for momentary 
emergencies, but to us, they offer a 
partnership which amounts to par- 
ticipation in world regulation. 


What America Lacks 
In Diplomacy. 


True the Paris experience demon- 
strated that, even in such a part- 
nership British rather than Ameri- 
can ends would be benefited be- 
cause we lack the statesmen to per- 
ceive and pursue the true interests 
of the country, I mean the material 
interests. At Paris we had more in- 
fluence and, more power than the 
British, but in the Paris negotiations 
prattically every prize fell to the 
British and, with tHe rejection of 
the Versailles compact by the United 
States our moral] as contrasted with 
material objectives were wiped out. 


Today the great obstacle in the 
puathway of Anglo-American as- 
sociation is the distrust born of 
Paris and resulting from the su- 
preme skill with which British 
statesmanship pursued its material 
ends while operating under cover 
of Mr. Wilson's idealistic principles. 
Yet even this suspicion, if persisted 
in, may prove to be calamitous. We 
have to face the two facts, the 
necessity for the British fully to 
recognize an equal, not as at Paris 
only nominally, the need for the 
United States to perceive that some 
guarantee of a permanent character 
must be provided for future Ameri- 
can policy, if legitimate British ap- 
prehension is to be avoided. 

World associations, leagues of na- 
tions, disarmament proposals, all 
these things are of minor import- 
ance when contrasted with the su- 
preme problem of Anglo-American 
relations. Today they must be de- 
fined, a lack of definition carries 
with it the threat of ultimate war. 


American conflict is regarded as in- 
evitable. Only in the United States 
is the truth totally ignored and tho 
trivial circumstance raised to the 
seat of the important. 


U. S. and Britain 
Rivals in Trade. 


In all history nations occupying 
the same relative position as the 
United States and Great Britain 
have fought, not once, but often. We 


are rivals commercially, economical- 
ly. Not only this, but Britain with 
the greater experience, training, 
skill, faces the grim fact that un- 
less she turns these assets of today 
to advantage tomorrow she will be 
unmistakably inferior in all re- 
spects, given the enormously su- 
perior resources of this country: and 
oe impair position of Britain her- 
self. 

But Britain has, it seems to me, 
accepted in good faith the idea that 
as between war and alliance, part- 
nership with America, the latter is 
the wiser and better objective, what 
appears to me less clear is that the 
United States has in the smallest de- 
gree grasped this fact or shown any 
inclination to accept the British 
proffer. On the contrary it is at 
least possible to think that at times 
there is a feeling in this country, 
an instinctive eeling that there 
should be no joining of our strength 
to that of.any country, a growing 
sense.of Amercan strength and an 
increasing wish to use this strength. 
not violently, act in provocative 
policies, but wthout Imitation. 

Now if this instinct dominates, if 
the American prejudice against en- 
tangling alliances prevail, if, in a 
word, we decide to refwse to join in 
an Anglo-American allance, whch 
would instantly become the domi- 
nant force in the world, then in my 
judgment 2 is more certain 
than that British policy will de 
thrown back upon the historic 
course of alliances aganst the chief 
world power, the obvious rival, an 
alliance against the United States as 
other British alliances have been 
against France or Germany or Spain. 


Enemies Are Seeking 
Downfall of Britain. 


This is precisely what the enemies 
of Britain—and even the former 
partners of Britain in Europe hope. 


They hope it because it means a 
restriction of British power and — 
fluence, because it would enable 
them to ask terms from Britain in 
Europe. This is exactly what the 
Japanese hope for, because Japa- 


only reach their full promise if the 
— powers are divided. 
Unity on their side spells, if not 
ruin, at the least restricted possi- 
bilities for Japan. 

If one conceive that at Washing- 
under cover of superficially 
amicable and interesting discus- 


sions, followed by literary experi- 
ments like some of the Paris pro- 
ductions, the British discover that 
the United States is not willing to 
join them in a full world partner- 
ship, then one must expect not a 
sudden but a siow and steady drift 
of British 8 in the direction of 
other combinations. Refused an 
American alliance, Britain will have 


no choice but to seek European as- 


sociations. 

Today the British occupy the con- 
trolling position in Europe, subject 
only to an American veto. If, fer 
example, the United States should 
oppose the British course in upper 
Silesia or anywhere else, our veto 
wo be decisive in the supreme 
council and Great Britain would 
probably bow without any

To- 
gether we were to give the world 
law, to settle European questions 
by the exercise of our financial, not 
our military, strength. ce, as a 
special favor was to have the 
Anglo-American guarantee, which 
was sufficient, in itself, and giver 
the strength of the two guarantee- 
ing countries and would never be 
challenged. France, in return, was 
to accept Anglo-Saxon views of the 
readjustment of the worid—that Is, 
to consent to the emphasis of eco- 
nomie, not political, facts. 

When we quit the Paris confer- 
ence, when.we left Europe and 
came home and when we rejected 
the treaty of Versailles, the league 


of nations and the whole European 
arrangement, the British were left 
in a difficult position. Small won- 
der that they felt themselves de- 
serted, for their whole statesman- 
ship at Paris had been based upon 
this Anglo-American association. 
We were, in reality, invited to put 
our capital into that gigantic en- 
terprise, which was the British em- 
pire, but when we withdrew our 
support, Britain was left to face the 
rest of the world in an exceedingly 


awkward corner. l

“Sun-up,” how- 
ever, though it shelters some mar- 
tial, some patriotic verse, is mostly 
from the heart of a child or fram 
the heart of a communist—hymns 
to such worthies as the late Rosa 
Luxemburg, Alexander Berkman 
(“Sacha”) Emma Goldman and Mr. 


James Larkin. Probably nobody, 
not even the author, was purely 
aesthetic about these. 

Other Radicals. 

And while we are among the rad- 
icals, there is Mr. Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters’ new “Domesday Book,” sure- 
ly the largest volume of poetry 
since “Paradise Lost.” Again, it is 
hark, from the tomb, a doleful 


sound, and for anyone who fageies 
a versifidd coroner's inquest, here 
is Spoon! River to the nth power, 
and all about one luckless lady. Ed- 
win Arlington Robinson, the prize 
product of Mrs. McDowell’s home 
for geniuses—the home for gen- 
iuses, it may be remembered, was 
another of Tammas Hagegarty’s in- 
spirations—says that his Avon's 
Harvest” is a dime novel in verse, but 
it is nicely written in unrhymed 
iambic pentameter, and some people 
may be reminded of Browning and 
some may .not, but they can agree 
that Browning would never have 
mentioned “a large worm in a Sal- 
ad.” Of all verse, there seems less’ 
reason, in this day, for the narra- 
tive poem. 


Once upon a time, and not so 
very long ago, Sara Teasdale, won 
a Pulitzer prize, and even though 
“Miss Lulu Bett” won a Pulitzer 
prize this year, so did “The Age of 
Innocence” and one has not lost all 


regard for it. Therefore, “Flame 
and Shadow” must not be lightly 
approached. It begins with this: 
“How many million Apes came Be- 
fore I ever knew ow white a 
cherry bough could be, A bed of 
squills, how blue!“ Perhaps after 
all, the verse librists have chosen 
the better part; and besides, one 
had never known squills except ac- 
cording to Squibb. And if we turn 
hastily to the new poetry, there is 
Evelyn Scott's “Precipitatians’— 
absolutely unfettered verse.

The Development of Atlanta’s 
Plumbing Supply Industry

The growth of the plumbing supply industry in Atlanta has to do 
largely with the general growth of this city and the territory tributary 


to it—the great southeast. 


It is tne story of the rapid growth of the 


south in general that lies back of progress made in this.industry. 
Twenty years ago Atlanta was without any actual jobbing houses 


in the plumbing supply line. 


The old firm of Hunnicutt & Bellingratn 


did a retail business—the leading of its kind in those days—and acted 
as agents for various concerns from whom they ordered their supplies. 
In a small way they ordered for others as the need grew, but it was 
not until T. W. Baxter organized the General Supply company, in 1902,

Increased Cracker Consump- 
tion Urged on American 
Public. 


As a very practical ‘illustration 
of the manner in which the bigger 
business men of the country are 
now going frankly to, the public 
with their problems—of how they 
are putting real money into sales 
campaigns to educate the consumers 
along lines that are helpful to all 
concerned—is a letter recently sent 
out to his salesmen by Brooks Mor- 
gan, president of the Frank E. Block 
company, regarding the- consumption 
of crackers in this country. 

If the message which Me. Mor- 
Zan’s letter contains can be gotten 
over to the publie it will undoubted- 
ly be accepted and acted upon by 
thinking people, to their unques- 
tioned benefit and to the betterment 
of the cracker industry of this coun- 
try. The letter says in part: 

“Do you know that the consump- 
tion of crackers per capita in the 
United States is less than $1.25 per 
year? While the consumption in 
Canada is about $3.10, in England 

and in Norway and Sweden 
$4.10? 


“This great difference is due to 
several facts, first of which is that 
crackers were consumed in the old 
country and Canada many years be- 
fore they were consumed in this 
country; second, for many years the 
English and Canadian bakers made 
better crackers than were ade in 
the United States; third, because 
the people of all other nations are 
more careful of their diet and the 
human system than the more reck- 
less Americans. 

“Of late vears American bakers 
have learned to make better goods 
than those made by their foreign 
rivals, and the fact that the Ameri- 
can goods are now made. better re- 
sults in larger sales in this coun- 
try. 

“It is up to the American bakers, 
including ourselves, to teach the 
American Public the food value and 
the good eating qualities of crackers. 

Some of the bakers are using the 
solgan “Cookie, cakes and crackers 
for every meal.” Someone asks, 
‘How can crackers be served for 
breakfast? If 
that wonderful toast can be made 
by the use of soda crackers and 
particularly milk biscuit, have your 
wife try it and observe results.

| RAT INCREASE IN 


SOUTH IS DUE TO 


OUR MILD WINTERS | 


The comparatively 


and continued moisture has made a 


great increase in rats. One authori- 
ty states that there are ten times 
as many rats on this continent as 
human Beings. One mother rat pro- 
duces six to twenty young in a litter 
and from six to eight litters a year. 
Theoretically a pair of rats could 
produce 940,369,969,152 rats in five 
years if all the. offspring. lived to 
maturity and multiplied in the same 
ratio. 

The losses to grain and ‘other 
farm crops in this country due to 
rats amounts to hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars annaully. The loss 
to the wheat crop.in the United 
States in any one year is conserva- 
tively estimated at $100,000,000 and 
corn probably runs twice as much. 
Entire losses in grain from rats 
amount to more than $600,000.000 a 
year. 

General belief is that the cat is 
over-rated as far as rat catching is 
concerned. Rat traps are useful, 
but limited in their scope. Other 
methods are destruction of nests, 
rat proofing buildings with steel, 
concrete. or fire brick, wholesale 
poisoning. 

The poisons in use are generally 
arsenic, strychnine and phosphorous 
preparations. Careless use of the 
first two results in loss of much 
stock, cows, horses, dogs, ete. Com- 
mercial phosphorous preparations 
are dangerous, as they are quite 
liable to set fire to the property.

They have steel frames, curved 
glass saves, slate benches aud 
walks. The six compartments, ¢acth 
to be kept at a specified tempera- 
ture and receive wifferent treat- 
ment will be devoted to roses, ear - 
nations, orchids, palms, flowering 
pot plants and decorativé plants, 
and are in charge of two expert 
florists. 

As one enters the grounds résem- 
ble @ great park. One comes to au 
Itallan garden with a fountain and 
showy flower beds. Then, reaching 
the house, one can see the rose ter- 
races for outdoor roses in the sum - 
mer, containing more than 800 
plants in over 100 variéties. 

Beyond is the Wall garden 16 fest 
below thé surrounding Surface, to 
whieh descent is made- by steps 
built into the wall, and which eat 
be seen from the solarium of the 
residence, even at night, as the 
lighting arrangements are so fiked 
that the light is focused on thé gar- 
den as the footlights on a stage.

For the fiddler thé world ts 4 
vidéd into three classes; those who 
do not play at all, those who play 
horribly and those who are masters. 

Unfortunately the second clase is 
very numerous and each member 
must have his instrument. Bach 
has beard of the value of old vie 
Uns and to many occurs the in- 
sidfous idea that by snooping about 
he eat probably pick up à rare old 
fiddle for little or nothing.

. tensive experience in collecting: old 


Cremonas, can tell the spurious in- 
strument almost at a glanee by a 


sort of intuition. 

“It is a remarkable fact that there 
have been few if auy improvements 
in violin construction sines the days 
of Stradivarius. Patterns evolved 
hundreds of years ago by the mas- 
ter of Cremona are still followed by 
the best makers ot today with little 
or no change except to take care 
of thé added strain, due to the 
greater tension of the strings on 
the modern violin which is pitched 
slightly higher than in the early 
days of violin making. 

“The violin is a marvel of the 
deléfice of aceoustics. Not until re. 
cétitly have the underiyms prifi- 
ciples of its construction been fuli⸗ 
reasénéd cut by seientists. The 
professor of physies can flow tell 
yén why @ fiddie built along céftain 
lines and of certain dimensions 
shduld have a full, broad tone of 
pleasing timbre.

“To me à Violin is like a living, 
pulsating creation, capable of giving 
joy to thousands with its wonderful 
melodies. I hate to see them buried 
alive.“ 

Before coming to Atlanta from 
Knoxville, twenty years ago, Mr. 
Badgett himself went on several 
fiddje Hunting expeditiois and he 
recalled With a smile an experiencé 
he fad in Montgomery. He had 
just bought eleven fair violins from 
a second-hand dealer and was 
about to leave when the dealer 
brought out an bid Battered fiddie 
and thre it in with the lot for 
nothing ft proved to be an old 
Piquet. Worth as müch as all the 
others togetlier. Badgett fixed it 
up and sold it for $660. 

Outside of making new violins 
Himself, for which be gets as high 
as $500.

A New England gentleman of the 
cloth had cornered me at a rece» 
tion and was telling me things. 
“Come now, admit it, Mr. Zieg- 
feild, the stage is getting worse and 
worse every year! Don’t vou con- 
fess yourself that it has become 
simply shocking?“ 
“Getting worse? Shocking?” Ian- 


swered. “It isn’t getting worse at 
all. On the contrary, it's getting 
much cleaner. It has been getting 
cleaner every year for the last 
twenty years, and I don’t think it 
is as shocking today as the avenues 
of any of our leading cities. I as- 
sume you refer to women’s dress?” 

My minister friend nodded. 

“There {isn’t a kind of stage in 
America — dramatic, vaudeville, 
musical comedy or even burlesque 
—which has not steadily grown 
cleaner and higher in moral tone 
within the last generation,” I told 
him. “And if you had followed the 
trend of the stage, dominie, I think 
you would realize that I am telling 
you the truth.” 

I wish that I could have persuad- 
ed this preacher to go and see one 
of the musical comedi:s which 1 
had just then finished producing. 
The people were flocking to it in 
crowds, and I should like him to 
have seen what it was in such a 
show that really fascinated the 
audience. 

Do you think for one moment 
that it was “shocking things” that 
they were going to see? Do you 
think that American theatergoers 
want indelicacies on the stage? 

No, they were going to see and hear 
beautiful things—and that is what 
I should like to have impressed 
upon the uninformed mind of this 
minister. The secret of the fasci- 
nation of the stage today Is beauty, 
not suggestiveness. 

Beauty in the faces and forms of 
its actresses. 

Beauty in costumes and scenery. 

Beauty in music and mirth and 
personalities. 

A great many people have told me 
after a performance that they ad- 
mired the vigorous action, the life, 
snap or, as some said, the “pep,” 
that had been packed into three 
hours of entertainment. 

“It’s positively refreshing to see 
the vitality and radiating personal- 
itv of those chorus girls,” they 
would say. 

And right there you have the ex- 
planation for the lure of the stage- 
land beauty. It is bounding vital- 
ity. not a display of silk stockings, 
that makes the real hit. 

It is personality, not sex appeal, 
that fascinates the much talked-of 
tired business man. 

1 told this once to a western 
woman who was visiting in New 
York, and she wouldn't believe me. 

“Everybody knows all about these 
girly shows,” she said. Why “hey 
ere just gotten up for the men from 
start to finish. All the T. B. M. 
wants to see nowadays is a row of 
kicking chorus girls.” 

I pointed out to this lady that 
ahe was mistaken. 

In the first place, quite contrary 
to public opinion, more than half 
the seats at the sc-called “girl” 

shows are occupied by women. I 
should figure it roughly at 60 per 
cent and 40 per cent. So, you zee, 
the shows are not built entirely for 
men from start to finish. More than 
60 per cent of the whole show— 
dress, scenery, character of the 
chorus and principals, dancing and 
the show itself—is constructed for 
the special benefit of the preponder- 
ating feminine element of nearly 
every audience. 

In the second place, the moderp 
musical revue or comedy is not 80 
weak and lifeless a thing that it 
has to depend for ſts poptiarity 
upon an emphasis of set appeal on 
the stage. 

People often ask me: 

“What is your attitude on this 
much-diseussed matter?” 

My answer is: 

„ aim to disregard the sex fac- 
tor in my efforts to present a truly 
heautiful entertainment which will 
delight the eye and ear. I do not 


ignore it; it cannot be ignored. But 


I never aim to emphasize it.” 

Now, I am well aware that the 
popular cynical view is that the 
majority of audiences are fasci- 
nated by the purely physical appeal 
of the lovely girls whose beauty 
edorns the American stage. But it 
ish’t ee teen the proof lies in the 
som of girls thet attain the greatest 
a

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or the ones whose stage parts re- 
quire costumes more scanty than 
others. And they are not the oncs 
who are lacking in modesty in 
either dress or manner. 

The girls who fascinate the tired 
business men are the girls with 


brains, originality, warmth of man-. 


ner, dash, and with modesty rather 
than immodesty. 

I heard a story of a chorus beauty 
the other day which well fllustrates 
this truth which I have stated. It 
seems that this particular young 
girl came on from the southwest, 
where she had been reared on a 
ranch. 
life among rugged cowpunchers and 
bravado boys, and, although demure 
and modest as any young girl ever 
was, she could Command upon occa- 
sions that splendid western fire and 
dash and charming frankness which 
a life in the open traditionally de- 
velops. 

It took an experienced eye, how- 
ever, to discern these possibilities 
behind the exterior of shyness 
which surrounded the little rancher 
when she appeared on the stage 
of a large theater in New York to 
try out for the beauty chorus of a 
musical comedy. 

“Ordinary face, ordinary figure,” 
said the young assistant. The di- 
rector himself had observed the 
girl’s actions when spoken to by 
more blase girls around her, and 
he had decided that she was well 
worth keeping. 

The days passed, and when the 
final selection for the beauty chorus 
came the little westerner, in spite 
of her none too beautiful face and 


commonplace figure, wag retaincd. 


Her costume was prepared for her, 
the big opening night arrived, and 
when the curtain went up there she 
was in the front row of the beauty 
chorus full in the glare of the foot- 
lights. 

“That is the trying situation,” 
said the director, “that is the acid 
test for the lure of the stage beauty. 
Does she ‘get across’ with the audi- 
ence? Can she fascinate the peo- 
ple? 

“I have never seen more striking 
evidence of it than this little west- 
ern girl gave us that night. Soon 
after the opening curtain the play 
called for each of the chorus in 
turn to dance from the rear to the 
very front of the stage and say to 
the audience, amid.a brief cessation 
of the singing:

Not So In 


Gay Paree. 


This modern tendency in the 
American theater is not prevalerf, 
however, on the continent. The 
stage beauty of France, for instance, 
goes farther than her American 
sister. In Paris today at the Fol- 
lies Bergeres there is one entire 
scene in which the chandeliers, the 
newel posts, the posterns of win- 
dows and salon lamps are made up 
entirely of absolutely nude women. 
Aside from whatever slight artistic 
excuse there may be for this sort 
of thing, it would hardly be toler- 
ated on the American stage, and, 
in my opinion, is not ethically ac- 
ceptable. Beauty excuses anything, 
so long as it is artistic and digni- 


fled and so long as the spirit of the 


attempt is within the bounds of a 
sober and veracious representation 
the truth. But when the nude 
is displayed simply because it Is 
the nude, it becomes at once sug- 
gestive and has no place. 


A New England 
Girls Mistake. 


A few years ago a young gir! of 
striking beauty came down to New 
York from New England and ap- 
plied for a position in our Follies 
beauty chorus. This girl doubtless 
had Puritan ancestors, and had re- 
belled against her heritage, for she 
was constantly seeking to give the 
impression that she was no prude. 

“Yes, my dears,” she would say 
to her companions in the try-out 
squads, “it is said that we're a sol- 
emn crew up in Massachusetts, but, 
believe me, here’s one baby that 
isn’t a kill-joy.” 

Do you know what happened- to 
that girl? I mention it simply to 
give the public the correct view of 
the beauty chorus of today. The 
director of the company overheard

Of 
course, this is merely an isolated 
instance. We have some splendid 
characters from New England in 
our beauty choruses. Indeed, we 
will have no other kind, no matter 
how striking her beauty. No mat- 
ter how clever a dancer or sweet a 
singer, the girl who emphasizes sax 
appeal in her appearance will not 
be tolerated. 


Makeup and 


Stageland Lure. 


One of the questions most often 
asked of theatrical producers is 
this: 

“To what extent is the stage 
beauty’s fascinating appearance the 
result of makeup?” 

This seems to be a topic of pare 
ticular interest to all women. 

Personally I am rather proud to 
say that—all the beauties in my 
choruses have the commonsense 
and the innate taste to deal spar- 
ingly in makeup even on the stage, 
I have already expressed my amaze- 
ment. at the short-sightedness of 
the average girl you meet on the 
streets—the girl whose complexion 
is rapidly being ruined by exces 
sive rouge and powder. And I take 
particular pleasure in here punctur- 
ing another great illusion of the 
American public that the fascination 
of the stage beauty lies in makeup. 

It does not. A little of it, of 
course, is necessary even for the 
ruddiest of complexions exposed to 
the brilliant lights of the stage, but 
you will find that the chorus beauty, 
uses as little as possible. 

It might be interesting for the 
girls not on the stage to know how 
a queen of the realm of beauty pre- 
pares her face for the public gaze— 
and particularly they might like to 
know how she preserves her beau 
tiful complexion. 


How the Beauty 
Makes Up. 


In making up for public perform- 
ance the majority of stage beauties 
use what is known as the ‘dry’ 
makeup, that is a makeup that is 
superimposed upon the dry skin 
after the latter has been covered 
with a white powder. The lip stick, 
generally a more vermillion-red 
than the street variety, is employed 
to accentuate the curve of the lips, 
and the rouge is applied to the 
cheeks a trifle heavier than would 
be expected for street use and day- 
light exposure. 

Next the eyelids are covered with 
either black, purple or a mixture of 
black and blue grease. A light 
touch of the same mixture is spread 
below the lower lashes. This is 
used to enhance the size and glow 
of the eyes; the lashes themselves 
are generally touched up with what 
is known as mascara—a paste sub- 
stance that adheres to the lashes. 
This is the extent of stage makeup 
today, and, as will be seen, differs 
from the street variety only in the 
extra coloring of the cheeks and 
the rather more elaborate effect 
about the eyes. 

The “wet” makeup is applied ‘n 
the same way, except that the skin 
is first covéred with cold cream and 
the rouge and other coloring is done 
by means of grease paint. It makes 
a more pronounced effect, not so 
delicate as the dry makeup, but legs 
apt to be disturbed by the violent 
exercise of dancing and by perspira- 
tion. 


Care of the 


Complexion. 

Some chorus beauties and princl- 
pals, among both men and women, 
still use a drop of belladonna in 
the eyes to enhance their glow and 
brillliancy, but this practice, injurt- 
ous in the long run to the delicate 
membrane of the eye, has been gen- 
erally discontinued. The mascara 
used on the lashes sometimes gets 
in the eyes themselves, and is not 
any too good for them. Many beau- 


tles use a wash of salt water every 


evening after the performance to 
Cleanse the eyes of this substance 
and to rest them from the strain 
of working in the dazzle of the foot- 
lights and “spots.” 

One great difference between the 
stage beauty and the average girl 
oh the street is this: the beauty 
knows enough to cleanse her skin 
after making up. The skin of the 
stage beauty’s face is regularly 
cleansed with cold\cream and good 
hot water and soap. Often to pre- 
vent the nose from becoming shiny 
a touch of cold cream is applied 
and powder rubbed in afterwards, 
but this also is carefully removed 
after working hours. 

There is, indeed, nothing that can 
be done to preserve her charm of 
fascination which the stage beauty 
lea ves utidone. For the ambitious 
beauty, as you will see later, is con- 
tinually striving to rise above level 
of the beauty chorus into the 
heights of popularity enjoyed in 
stardom. And to these she attains 
far more often than the public im- 
agines.

9 Revelations of a Traffic Which Laws 


Seem to be Unable to Check and of Shocking 


Secret Rites of Initiation Such as Are Imposed J 
on the Outcast Sisterhood of New 
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Vesta and Peggy Austin, Country Children of Gar- 
diner, Me., Who Were Rescued by Happy Chance 
While on the Way to a Place of Captivity.

T HAS been more than eleven years since James R. 
Mann, representative from the Second Congressional 
District of Illinois, stirred by the revelations of organ- 
ized traffic in the persons of young girls in the larger 
cities of the United States, caused Congress to pass 
the law now known throughout the country as “the 
White Slave act.“ 

To say that the law has failed of the purpose for 
which its author designed it, would not be quite fair. 
It has not failed, but it is recorded truth that it has 

succeeded, which is something of a paradox. The Mann law 
cannot be said to have failed, inasmuch as it provides a pen- 
alty for interstate traffic in girls. But it has accomplished 
very little as a protective instrument and has done nothing 
much towards curbing the vicious crimes of the White Slave 
trader, the lowest and most unspeakable of all the reprehen- 
sible human parasites. ; 

Investigation into the extent of the White Slave trade in 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and San Francisco, made as 
the result of a story two girls recently told in the Philadel- 
phia Morals Court attests that the miserable business is as 
brazenly conducted as it ever was before Congress thought it 
could put the traders out of commission by making it a 
Federal offense to pay the transportation charges on a con- 
signment of one or more living articles of commerce from one 
city to another. : 

Please understand, however, that it is not the intention 
of the writer to criticise the efficacy of the Mann law. He is 
strong for it. If it never did a single thing more it would be 
a law to sing about, since it was the Mann act which finally 
put the crusher on Jack Johnson, when everything else had 
failed utterly to suppress that insolent son of Ham. It was 
the Mann act which drove the black pugilist into European 
and Mexican exile for years and finally landed him in the iron- 
barred institution on which rests the fame of Leavenworth, 
where he recently finished his term. It is altogether another 
matter that the Mann act has furnished the professional black- 
mailing ring with one of the most powerful tools that could 
have been invented for their despicable undertakings. Its 
objects are most praiseworthy. That its terms are compara- 
tively easy of evasion is a fact to be regretted, and the con- 
temptuous manner in which its provisions are defied will be 
seen in the perusal of this story. 


VICIOUS OPERATIONS BARED 
Authority for the assertion that the White Slave Syndicate 
is still operating with all its original boldness is taken from 
interviews with the heads of two internationally known detec- 


tive agencies and with welfare workers in three large cities. 
All confess themselves unable to suggest a sure and guaran- 
teed remedy for the deplorable condition. All agree that one 
of the stubbornest obstacles in the way of wiping out perma- 
nently the curse of the White Slavery system is found, amaz- 
ing though it sounds, in the very unwillingness to aid on the 
part of the unhappy victims of the illicit industry. Evidently 
this perverse element of feminine psychology never entered 
into the calculations of the excellent men and women who 
first began to advance laws to destroy the traffic. It was as- 
sumed that every girl who found herself in the clutches of @# 
debased master would be happy to tell in court all she knew 
if it would result in corporal emancipation, not to say in op- 
portunity for moral regeneration. Yet it is truth fairly unbe- 
lievable that the average girl or woman, so these welfare ex- 
perts say after long observation, called into court to testify 
against the owner who has held them in the most depraved 
bondage, is extremely reluctant to tell the story, which must 
de told to ensure conviction and punishment. Why? Well 
sir or madam, if you can answer that very important question 
you will have done much towards a solution of the alarming 
problem. 

Can it be fear? Hardly, because conviction and a prison 
term will remove danger to her person. Shame? Some times 
but not often. William J. Burns, who laments that he can’t 
prosecute blackmailers after he has bagged them, for the ex- 
asperating reason that the blackmailers’ victims won't testify 
through fear of publicity—that very: fear which made them 
prey to the human vultures—says he can see no reason why 
a White Slave won't testify against her master unless it is 
through that strange underworld code of ethics which forbids 
“squealing.” Regardless of. the circumstances which have 
brought a girl into slavery, whether she has been, in natural 
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to prove their charges.

innocence, trapped, or whether she simply descends the path, 
once having failed to watch her step, until she listlessly suf- 
fers herself to become the lucrative chattel of what Mr. Burns 
calls one of these body brokers,“ it is all the same, he says; 
they just won't tell. 

When the exception is found, a girl who wants to tell 
with all the revolting details of her shackled existence, he 
says, nine times out of ten it will be because she is actuated 
by revenge for some most absurd grievance; not the revenge 
almost justifying murder, for having been made to suffer the 
extremity of all degradation, but revenge for some fancied 
slight; perhaps some unusual display of the master’s greed in 
the unequal division of profits; maybe pique at the imagined 
preference shown some sister slave, or, like as not, revenge 
after a quarrel over the amount required for the upkeep of 
wardrobe requisite to a good, Class A, No. 1 dividend-paying 
member of the world’s oldest profession. With some such 
trivial motive goading her, Mr. Burns says, a furious slave, 
with anger born of scorn, will go the limit and sometimes 
will tell things that never happened save in her own mind, in 
which event the attorney for the merchant in immorality is 
quick to perceive the fabricated testimony and proves it, thus 
invalidating the effect of what truth she may have divulged. 

One other feminine weakness, so a study of white slave 
prosecutions tends to show, which can be relied upon fre- 
quently to coax a tale of horror from an unfortunate Cyprian 
serf on the witness stand, is the lure held out to every woman 
of the limelight. Flatter the witness into a conviction that 
she is a very much persecuted heroine, that the moist eyes 
of a sobbing and sympathetic community are upon her, that 
she is playing the star role in the most heart-wrecking 
thriller ever thrown on the screen, so Burns says, and she 
will unreel a narrative beyond the imaginations of a Sinclair 
ora Kauffman—not inferring that either of those gentlemen 
have imagined any of the shocking things they have written 
about. That is just the trouble—she will tell it all with 
such show of self-satisfaction it often neutralizes the indigna- 
tion conceived by the jurors in the case. So much for the 
element of feminine psychology which makes successful prose- 
cution of White Slavers difficult and allows them. to carry on 
dukiness so defiantly. There is another factor, and one little 
suspected. 

It is only when the slave dealers become overly bold, 
according to Mr. Burns, and attempt to bring about the down- 
fall of girls so young that the slavers might properly be 
eee of kidnapping, that convicfion becomes easy and 
assured. 


INDUCES GIRLS TO LEAVE HOME 


An illustration of this is to be noted in the speed with 
which a prisoner named Charles Breslow was convicted in 
New York some weeks ago, the case. also, affording an in- 
Stance of the chance elements which often enter into the 
apprehension of a criminal. Breslow was a gangster with a 
prison record, living in Harlem. He had been mixed up in 
white slave operations, but the authorities were never able 
Three times he had been arrested 
for violations of the Mann act, and each time the cases had 
to be dropped because of the sudden disappearance of the 
principal witnesses. They were girls of experience and they 
listened willingly to Breslow’s friends when proposals were 
made for them to take themselves out of the jurisdiction of 
the court. But when Breslow undertook to sell into cap- 
tivity two little girls from -a country. town in Maine, sisters 
who were but little more.than children, he encountered un- 
expected obstacles which are responsible for his address heing 
Sing Sing Prison, N. Y., as it is today. 

1 AN last spring found it necessary to get out of New 
ork. 
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“With His Long Fingers Drip- 
ping Red, Made the Imprint of 
His Scarlet Fingers on My Back, 
He Marked Elizabeth the Sam 
Way.” , 


He went to the Maine woods as a safe place 
to hide, and one day unable to stand the goli- 
tude, ventured into the small town of Gardi- 
ner, In a motion picture theater he met two 
sisters, Vesta and Peggy Austin, one 14 and the 
other not quite 16 years old. They told him 
they were running away from their home on a 
farm near the town, because they could not get 
along with a stepmother. Breslow suggested 
that they go to Boston and go to work for his 
sister, a mythical being who was supposed to 
own a millinery store. The girls agreed and Breslow offered 
to take them to Boston himself, leaving Gardiner that same 
afternoon by boat. : 


Before buying tickets he sent a telegram to a woman in 
New York to meet him the next morning in the waiting room 
of the South Station in Boston. The woman was there 
promptly, having taken the midnight train out of New York. 
Breslow turned the girls over to her, introducing her as his 
sister. He went back to his hiding place a few miles south 
of Gardiner. The woman with ease induced the girls to go 
to New York with her on a fictitious business trip and two 
hours after the meeting in the railroad station they were on 
the train. 

In the same coach, by merest chance, was riding Miss 
Emma Reid, an agent for the Travellers’ Aid Society in Bos- 
ton. Things didn’t look just right to Miss Reid, and she 
kept her eyes open until the train rolled into Grand Central 
Station. By the time of arrival she was so certain that the 
girls were being abducted she took the chance of calling an 
officer. Hurriedly whispering her suspicions, they overtook 
the three and the woman was questioned there in the station. 
On the pretext of going to a phone booth to call up a friend 
to have herself identified, she deserted her two intended 
victims and disappeared. . : 

The children were returned to their parents and Breslow 
was caught in Gardiner, the officers finding him in the same 
theater where ke had first seen the girls. He was brought 
to New York for trial. Convietion was made on the girls’ 
simple recital’ of Breslogy’s approaching them and his offers 
of assistance to two strangers which the jury in short order 
decided was so suspiciously unselfish as to establish guilt. 

The brutal murders 


of Elsie Sigel and Ruth Cruger will

stand out for years in the records of white slav- 
New York for a number of reasons. Miss 
Sigel was a welfare worker and a granddaughter 
of Gen. Franz Sigel, of the Union Army in the 
Civil War. She disappeared on June 9, 1909. 
Nine days later her mutilated body was found 
stuffed in a trunk in the sleeping room of a chinaman named 
Leon Ling, who had quarters over 4 chop suey restaurant in 
Eighth avenue. Ling escaped and was never caught. A ridica- 
lous effort was made to prove that it was not Miss Sigel’s 
body in the trunk, but that of another girl, placed there to 
cover the elopment of Ling and Miss Sigel to British ( olum bia, 
Such an intimation was even more distressing to Miss Sigel’s 
family than the true facts and it is gratifying to say that the 
elopement theory was soon discarded. 

Ruth Cruger’s death 
pathetic for the one phase that she was much younger and 
had not the experience in taking care of herself that had come 
to Miss Sigel through her duties as a settlement worker.

Much of what this extraordinary young woman had to 
say, not herein set forth, is reflected in certain aspects of the 
Senderling case. From court records it is seen that neither 
Myrtle Senderling nor Elizabeth Cunningham was snared by 
the White Slave trader, but on the contrary went away from 
home with wide open eyes, though may be a bit dazzled by a 
Chinaman’s promise of jewelry and a good time in New York. 
In court the deportment_of Miss Cunningham, who is 16 
years old, strongly worked out the theory that no white girl 
is in any hurry to give up a life of luxury as interpreted by 
a Chinaman. She appeared so indifferent to the disgrace of 
the situation that the anguished mother of Miss Senderling 
denounced her in merciless language. Lou are not human,” 
shrieked the mother, whipped into insane rage by the com- 
plaisance of her daughter’s chum and the sight of the two 
Chinese men charged with having accomplished the downfall 
of the girls’ ‘You ought to be thrown into prison, all of 
vou.“ Court attaches had to escort the hysterical mother 
from the room, Miss Senderling contributing to the theatrical 
scene by what is known technically in her social set as 
“throwing a faint.” The resultant commotion interrupted 
the recital of a fantastic tale of Oriental mysticism and 


seereey pledged in blood, quite suggestive of what Mr. Burns 


has to say about the fascination the spotlight holds out to the 
white slave type. 

Miss Senderling, who is 18 years old, is a deep brunette, 
most pleasing in appearance and wears tortoise shell glasses. 
Miss Cunningham is a pronounced blonde, with a vivacious 
manner and a marked pertness of speech. Miss Senderling 
was the first witness and she told a story at great variance 
with other yarns related te the police captain before whom 
she was taken just after arrest, this phase backing up the 
Burns comment upon the White Slave who gets the notion 
that she is a motion picture heroine. 

She unblushingly tecounted her. repeated visits to the 
Chinese restaurant of Jam Bow, at 2744 Germantown avenue, 
which the Philadelphia police ‘say is more than a restaurant, 
being in fact, a mail order house for white slaves. The suave 
Mr. Bow, she said, had attracted her and held her favor by 
his courteous attentions.. When he proposed a trip over to 
New York she was charmed with the thought of the excursion. 
Her friend, Elizabeth Cunningham, she said, had accepted 
the tender advances of Mr. Bow’s friend John Sam, along 
with a dainty wrist watch and a perfectly dainty sade neck- 
lace and bracelets to match. When the Messrs. Bow and Sam 
proposed making the New .York jaunt a foursome both girls 
thought it a grand idea and readily assented. Arrived in New 
York, the quartet went—not after the approved fashion of 
fiction, to a house of mystery in some dismal] street where 
one sought admittance by cabalistic knocks on an iron-bound 
door which opened by a secret spring—but to an apartment 
house in a well-to-do section of the Harlem East Side, where 
a friend of the two Chinamen had a fine flat with all the 
comforts of home including jazz records and a charge account 
with the ex-burglar who ran the taxicab stand around the 
corner. Here they met other Chinamen in the same social 
set with Mr. Bow and Mr. Sam. 


MYSTICAL CEREMONY REVEALED 


One of their new acquaintances, caid Miss Senderling, be- 
ginning to warm up to the dramatic possibilities of the situa- 
tion, was a big gambler and an influential leader of one of 
the Chinatown Tongs on the lower East Side. This crafty 
person called for them one evening in a taxicab and invited 
them to accompany him down town to a Pell street restaurant 
for dinner. Unsuspicious, they went with him, but not to 
the restaurant, at least not just then. Instead he took them 
to a lodge room extravzgantly ornamented after the most 
lavish Chinese scheme of decoration. As they entered they 
seemed to be the only occupants of the spacious chamber. 
The Tong leader tapped a brass gong three times and from 
behind heavy tapestry hanging across the far end of the room 
emerged 10 other Chinese, each clad in costly silken man- 
darin coats, quilted and richly embroidered. The spokesman 


for the 10 was an aged man, she said, who talked English 


with ease. The exalted ruler, or esteemed potentate, or 
whatever he was of the outfit, bade the girls stand before a 
long table covered with a white linen cloth, while he and 
his nine brethren took seats facing them. The Tong man 


stationed. himself at the side of Miss Senderling. They were 


commanded to remove their waists after the presiding officer 
had read in English from a thick volume, the substance of 
his message being that all white girls who had elected to 
become the sweethearts of Chinamen belonging to that par- 
ticular Tong were compelled to take oath that they. would 
never disclose names, dates and places or any other essential 
detail of their Chinese experiences. 3 
The girls were a little timid about disrobing before h 
an audience. When they indicated their unwillingness to“ 
off their waists, two of the men at the table stepped to 
them and began the process. They were stripped to the b 
strings of their skirts. Then the high priest of the strange 
rites made a slight slash across their bared backs, Miss Sender- 
ling said, with an instrument so keen she scarcely knew pain. 
The blood which she felt trickling from the incision was 
gathefed up in the flat side of the lancet-like blade by the 
old man. He did the same with the blood drawn from Miss 


words written in Chinese letterings. 
Their thumbprints in blood were 
impressed under their names and a 
lock of the hair of each was gummed 
to the page at the side of the sig- 
natures, 


But this, said Miss Senderling, 
was not the finish. An attendant 
came into the room at a signal given 
by the important old person who 
seemed to be stage managing the 
affair. As if he knew aH about the 
work in hand, the attendant brought 
‘in a large golden bowl which he 
placed before the old man. He 
then .darted from the chamber 
through a door cut in the side of 
the wall. Presently returning, he 
bore the headless body of a chicken 
just slaughtered. This he inverted 
so the blood of the fowl was drained 
into the golden bowl. 

“This was where I began to get 
scared, Miss Senderling told the 
police captain. Elizabeth and 1 
were still standing before those 10 
Chinamen with our waists off. The 
old man— I'll have to say it for him 
that he wasn’t a bit -rough in his 
work—told us that the ceremonies 
were about over, though the most 
sacred part was to come. He pushed 
back the sleeve of his blue blouse 
and placed his right hand in the 
golden bowl of blood, press ng it 
tightly against the bottom. He 
walked from behind the table with 
his long fingers dripping red, and 
made the imprint of his scarlet 
fingers on my skin squarely in the 
center of my back. He marked 
Elizabeth the same way. I nearly 
fainted at the warm touch of the old 
man’s moist palm. Elizabeth 
screamed, but the old man spoke 
softly to us and told us not to be 
frightened. Every man in the room 
is now your friend,’ he said, and 
each one of them would fight to pro- 
tect you from harm.’ This made me 
feel a little better, but when he told 
me it was forbidden that we should 
wipe away the blood stains, that we 
should have to let the impression of 
his hand remain until it dried up 
and wore off I would have jumped 
out of the window if I had only, 
known where it was. 

“The servant brought in an elec- 
tric fan which was played on our 
backs until the moisture was evapo- 
rated. ‘Then we were told that we 
might put on our waists again. All 
the Chinamen congratulated us upon 
our initiation and we were invited 
then to go to the restaurant, but 
neither Elizabeth nor I were in any 


mood for that. We persuaded the 
Tong gambler to take us back to 
Our apartment where he kept watch 
on us all night to see that we did 
not try to wash out the marks on 
our backs. I am not afraid to tell 
all this now for the blood oath did not mean anything to me 
when we were forced to take it, but I am sorry if what we 


have told will get Jam and John into trouble. They did not 


have anything to do with it.” 

The Chinamen were held in heavy bail, nevertheless, al- 
though the story told by Miss Senderling of the blood oath 
of the Tong had nothing to do with the court’s determination 
to make them pay a penalty. Commissioner Manley and the 
United States attorney acted under the Mann law, testimony 
having been presented to show that Bow and Sam paid for the 


girls’ railroad tickets to New York, after having telephoned 


to Chinese friends there to meet them at the Pennsylvania 
station. 


It is an occasion for congratulation to all the social work- 


ers of the United States that representation was accorded to 
this country at the International Conference on White Slave 
Traffic which was held in Geneva, Switzerland on June 30. 
Maj. Basoom Johnson was sent to Switzerland as the delegate 
from the United States. ; 

The speeches made and papers read by Major Johnson had 
chiefly to do with the United States immigration barriers 
against the admission into this country of alien girls who can 
not give a flawless account of themselves and the arrangements 
made for their reception by responsible relatives or friends. 
Immigration statistics show that the ports of New York, Phila- 
delphia, New Orleans and Boston, on the Atlantic coast, and 
San Francisco and Seattle on the Pacific, are excelicntly 
guarded against the plots of the white slavers who are in the 
importing business. The doors into the United States from 
Canada likewise are closely watched, which brings forward the

disturbing reality that the White Slave cancer in the United 
States is still a deep rooted internal sore. Relaxation in the 
fight against it during America’s participation in the war is 
evident. 

On the authority of Burns, again, there are three big 
centers of supply, namely New York, Chicago and San Fran- 
‘cisco. Between the traders of the three cities there is little 
communication, Apparently, there is an agreement not to 
invade the others’ territory. The names of the most extensive 
and daring operators are known to the police and despite the 
watch kept on them the men contrive to continue in business, 
the explanation largely one to be found in the perversity of 
the captives and the difficulty of making them talk after they 
have been “emancipated.”’ - 

The Chicago police are today working upon a case of kid- 
napping and suspected white slavery of astounding audacity, 
On the morning of June 28, about 9 o'clock when the streets 
were thronged, hundreds of persons passing the busy inter- 
section of Milwaukee avenue and Robey street, were horrified 
to see a man jump from a taxicab, rush up to a young woman 
on the sidewalk, strike her brutally over the head with a black- 
jack, shove her unconscious form into the cab and drive away. 
It was all dene so quickly no one had the wit to interfere. 
When it was too late, a hastily organized pursuit was attempt- 
ed, but the taxicab had turned into an alley and was lost sight 
of. Two days later the identity of the girl was established. 
She was Katherine Terrell, the daughter of an engineer on the 
Santa Fe railroad, 17 years old and a promising pupil in high 
school. No word has since been heard from her. Search has 
been made in all sections of Chicago without result.

8 sole executor to Marshall Gaunt, I 
was unexpectedly summoned to Eng- 
land in midwinter by a telegram from 

his solicitors saying that he had died from 
bronchial pneumonia. His fame as a portrait 
painter was not so firmly established that 
the public took any interest in his health, 
and I had received no warning of his iliness 
from the English papers which came irregu- 
larly, five, six, or seven days after publica- 
tion, to Campitello; moreover, as he only 
wrote letters when business urged him, I 


had bean compelled for a twelvemonth to con- 


tent myself with his general advice: “As 
long as you don't bear from me you may 
assume that I’m alive; the solicitors will let 
you know soon enough when I’m dead.“ 


Even if, for once, he had not spoken iron- 
ically I felt confident that the announcement 
would not have to be made for another 
twenty years. Gaunt was a man of my own 
ege—a few months, more or less, but cer- 
tainly not a day older than forty-five; and, 
though I thought and more than once in the 
last year had told him that he was beginning 
to eat too little and drink too much, his resil- 
ient constitution and his wiry frame, which 
had come unscathed through the war, were 
more than a match for the excesses to Which 
he subjected them; and, though I may have 
thought, too, that he shut himself up unduly 
in his studio, working and smoking with 
equal fury, I was not justified in criticizing 
his habit of life unless I could suggest a 
practical alternative. 


Six months before I had at least saved him 
from the cutting of his throat and had per- 
wuaded him that he was an artist with a 
future; if he chose to work himself to death 
his suicide was at least delayed and might 
yet be averted by the deliberate march of 
time and the stealing, slow steps of forgetful- 
ness. 

The solicitors, in a consolatory postscript, 
suggested that I should not have to endure 
many days of the English winter, as the 
estate was small and the will simple and 
precise: to his sister, Mrs. Mountjoy, Mar- 
shall was bequeathing his exiguous savings, 
the lease of his Maida Vale house, and an 
almost worthless accumulation of tattered 
books and ramshackle furniture; as I had al- 
most convinced him that he was a genius 
not yet come into his own and that we must 
nurse his reputation, the pictures unfinished 
or unsold were confided to me with instruc- 
tions to hold or sell, according to the state of 
the market; and, though he dd not cite me 
by name, I could think of no rival claimant 
urder the clause which empowered the execu- 
tor, In his discretion, to give tokens of re- 
membrance to any friends who cared to ask 
fo: them. 

I reflected, as I settled into the train at 
Florence, that if the whole of my duties were 
likely to be this discreet balancing of claims 
between Mrs. Mountjoy and her dead broth- 
er's friends I might well have continued to 
sun myself in the villa at Campitello. In his 
most normal period, which I should call the 
years from the Slade Schoo! to the outbreak 
of war, Marshall Gaunt had lacked friends 
because, with his ironical detachment, he did 
not need friends and even frightened them 
away; if the propinquities of a mess and of 
jotnt service urged him into ephemeral inti- 
macies, he made no attempt to preserve them 
when the war was over and he could escape 
to Maida Vale or to Campitello; women, he 
gravely assured mé, he would giadly have 
admitted to his life had he had leisure for 
them. 

The funeral took place on the day after 
my arrival, but the coffin was already sealed 
and I could take no farewell of the white 
cheeked face with the deepset, smoldering 
eyes which used to turn in certain lights and 
nioods from brown to golden red, flashing 
with disconcerting mischief under their 
Mephistophelian brows. Mrs. Mountjoy told 
me that he had allowed his beard, which he 
had shaved on joining the army, to grow 
again and that this, with the prominent, nar- 
row cheek bones, restored to his face that 
unbalanced length without breadth which 
made all my amateur sketches of him seem 
out of drawing. She added that he had 
grown old and careworn in the year before 
hia death, with threads of silver in the thick, 
biack hair on his temples and new wrinkles, 
no longer the puckering of a quick smile, 
round his eyes. He was restiess in manner, 
she said, and unconcentrated in expression; 
J should not have been surprised if she had 
substituted wandering and “ haunted.”

To a man of 
his temperament, sensitive and emotional, 
it must have been a greater strain than to 
any one else.

‘three of us sat down on the divan to refresh 
ourselves until Biancas cavalier came to 
fetch her away. Supported by an interpre- 
ter, Gaunt projected a series of seemingly 
disconnected inquiries about her life and

Had Gaunt been a 
dissolute boy of twenty I might have coun- 
seicd him not to lay up trouble for himself or 
others; but, in so far as I knew him, he was 
a detached and rather cold blooded man of 
more than forty, with a certain sense of re 
sponsibility and even stronger instinct for 
general fitness of conduct. That he had any 
designs on Bianca was improbable; that he 
yould try to carry out any designs on 
her in the intermittent presence of her scow!l- 
ing sweetheart and through the medium of 
ar interpreter was inconceivable. By day, so 
far as I could gather, he subordinated ali 
personal interest to the exigencies of the sit- 
ting; and it was only in the evening, when I 
joined them in their crust and glass of wine, 
that they dropped the relation 6f artist and 
model for that of one human being to an- 
cther. 

Had I enjoyed greater opportunities of ob- 
servation I could not look back on those days 
80 complacently, for I can see now that there 
were danger signals which I ought to have 
regarded. Little by little, in voice and man- 
ner, Gaunt showed any one who cared to ses 
shat he was falling in love with Bianca; little 
by Httle, in the new concern for her meager 
little person, in her efforts to learn English, 
and—most of all—in her trick of following 
him with devoted eyes as he moved about 
the studio, Bianca began timidly to return 
his love; and the best excuse that I can make 
for my own blindness is that the idea of love 
between two such people was so fantastic 
that I refused to contemplate it. 

I might be refusing to this day if I had not 
had the proof forced upon my notice. The 
first picture had been followed by a second, 
the second by a third—that indifferent, unfin- 
ished portrait which I carried back to Campi- 
tello from fhe studio in Maida Vale. One 
afternoon, as it neared completion, I observed 
a change in Marshall Gaunt’s demeanor; a 
new elation was making him restless, and 
the restlessness reacted on Bianca until she, 
a patient sitter made perfect by her loving 
desire to please him, moved and fidgeted 
beyond the limit of the most indulgent art- 
ist’s toleration. be 


In my room next to the studio I heard him 
first ask and then tell her-to sit still; her 
murmured reply was peevish in tone, and 
when next Gaunt spoke there was an un- 
pieasing snap in his voice. As Biancas Eng- 
lish was on the primitive level ef Gaunt’s 
Italian, I felt that they were getting at cross 
purposes and was about to volunteer my 

_ Services as peacemaker or at least as inter- 
preter when the fast crumbling endurance of 
the artist was blown away by an explosion 
of irrational and disproportionate anger. 

“Damnation!” I heard. “For the love of 
God, sit still, can’t you?” Whatever the 
words conveyed, there was no mistaking the 
tone, and Ieaught a pathetic whimper‘ of 
surprise and fear. It was followed by a quick 
softening of Gaunt's voice. Here, it’s all 
right! Don't ery, Blanca. I didn’t mean it. 
It's absolutely all right! I’m not angry with 
you, but I expect we're both a bit tired. 
Let’s have a breather.” a 

When I came into the studio he was stand- 
ing on the dais with one arm round the girl's 
heaving shoulders, patting her head with his 
other hand, drying her eyes, and, at the end, 


„ kiteing her cheeks and then her lips. At 


the scrape of my boots on the tiled floor she 
shook him off and turned away until she 
felt composed enough to face us, while I took 
Gaunt’s arm and made him help mo lay out 
the simple ingredients of our evening meal. 
It was my turn now to become conscious of 
atmospheric disturbance; and I cannot define 
the sensation better than by saying that I 
seemed to have interrupted a private emo- 
tional scene which the actors independently 
decided to suspend 80 long as I was present. 
From a distance I should have judged that it 
Was a scene of anger or, lets glofioudly, of

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petulance, but, at close quarters, I appeared 
to have interrupted a love passage, and for 
the first time I felt that they had reached 
an understanding from which I was excluded. 


Bianca, I felt very sure as I looked at her 
passionate eyes and hungry mouth, wanted 
to be kissed no whit less than Marshall 
Gaunt wanted to kiss her; it was unsatisfied 
longing more than fatigue or artistic impa- 
tience that made them so querulous and 
brought that golden red light into Gaunt*s 
restless eyes; And the fact that I had inter- 
rupted their scene filled me with misgivings 
for its end. Gaunt, at a little over forty, 
and Bianca, at, I suppose, seventeen, had 
this in common, that sex had played little 
part in their conscious life. Gaunt, I believe, 
had experienced a romance in boyhood and 
had lived faithful to its. memory for twenty 
years; Bianca, I dare swear, had never before 
been kissed. If they had been overwroughi 
all day, that broken moment of embrace had 
maddened them. 


Until I could see some hope of avoiding 
disaster it was impossbile to banish the mis 
givings. Even if Gaunt recovered his senses 
in time to pack up for England before any 
mere harm,was done he still could not undo 
the harm of having unsettled the foundations 
of this little savage’s mind; it was likely 
enough that he had given her a distaste for 
the simpler appeal of her scowling sweet- 
heart; it was even possible that, by lighting 
a fire in her and not feeding it, he would 
compel the flames to:lick their way, in. tenta- 
tive exploration, until they found something 
else to consume. 


If, on the other hand, Gaunt allowed hime 
self to be swept away, blind and mad, realiz 
ing his madness and rushing on indifferent 
to it, there would be bodily disaster and 
sordid’ tragedy for Bianca’s portion, spiritual 
disaster and remorse for his own; that he 
could protect himself from the vengeance of 
the girl's family and friends by carrying her 
to distant security, I was ready to assume, 
though any general survey of his risks could 
not overlook the hundredth chance that he 
might be followed across Europe and left 
with a knife between his ribs. 


If ever it were worth a man’s while to 

reak head or heart against such obstacles, 
it was not worth while with poor little Bianca 
as sole prize. As I grew to know her better 
I did indeed realize that beauty of ugliness 
which had firs? excited Gaunt’s artistic inter- 
est; I am prepared to go further and to say 
that I discovered in it a sinister attraction. 


In the portrait—and it is the sole merit of 
that unsatisfactory work—-Gaunt contrived 
to bring out what I thought then and believe 
more strongly now to have been the essences 
of Bianca; the pure animal in the guise of 
woman which led him to christen her a 
daughter of Pan. Religion and some rudi- 
mentary education affected, indeed, to bind 
her at least with ropes of sand; but I always 
felt that these conventions, in which at heart 
she did not believe, obscured the essential 
Bianca as her conventional clothes blurred 
the outline of her animal body, When first 
I saw her, voraciously gobbling chocolates 
and suspiciously clutching the box, I likened 
her toa wolf in the early stages of domestica- 
tion by food; but, as I observed her day after 
day for a month, she seemed, in every move 
ment that revealed her nature, to shed domes 
tication, like a half tamed dog that from afar 
hears the forgotten, aygcestral pack in ory 
until in the tense, thunderous atmosphere of 
‘the day and moment when Marshall Gaunt’s 
lips met hers, she stood forth bare and unin- 
cumbered as the anfmal spirit. 

It was only by a fiash of lightning, as it 
were, that I saw her. By the time that I 
had set the table with a flask of wine and 
glasses ghe had reverted to the guarded 
friendliness which she reserved for these 
repasts at the end of the day’s work, and 6 
was in Gaunt that the change of manner Ha- 
gered.

Russian Farming Lacks Science. 

“As one continues down the 
Volga, Samara is the next large 
city. There the great government 
grain elevators have often been full 
to overflowing with food from the 
black-earth belt and in lean years 
have yawnéd wide before a crop 
too small to feed the farmers them- 
selves, 

“The Russian has always heen a 
careless farmer and the average 
wheat yield before the war was less 
than eight bushels to the acre. Ro- 
gation of crops, fertilizing and scien- 
tific seed sébection are-mysteries to 
him. With the land redivided on 
the communal basis every few 
years, before the revolution, he had 
little incentive to build up the pro- 
ductivity of the soil; for if he im-

“Samara reminds one of an Amer- 
ican midwestern city, but as late as

rade Far From Home.

HD old disorder changes, giving place to 
new. 

One spoke of the underworld twenty years ago 
as of the Tenderloin—a region, a fixed habitat, 
something with a geography; a blot traceable 
upon the faces of cities, bound about with coasts. 


To-day he who understands the term means to 


imply some strange and vague and limitless and 
unfixed thing; a social condition rather than a 
locality; a state of being more than a stratum 
of life; a population rather than an area, and 
a population as unfixed.as windy waters, never 
twice the same. The underworld is everywhere 
and nowhere, Its citizens are every one and no 
one. It is, in short, a conception, an idea. 

In those times any competent and honest po- 
lice officer knew where the criminals dwelt and 
where to lay hands upon them. He understood 
the movements and motives of his Tenderloin 
and his underworld, the people, the prejudices, 
the whole organization. He knew where the 
cracksman slept and where he spent his leisure. 
It gave him an advantage in the detection of 
criminals if not in the prevention of crimes. 
Most of all it defended the respectable portions 
of city populations from unwitting proximity to 
the outcasts. The verdant slummer went down 
to lay a gullible eye upon the denizens of the 
abandoned regions and to satisfy a bawdy curios 
ity, but he did not have the yeggman snoring 
in the apartment overhead or the scarlet woman 
waltzing underneath. 

In the period extending from about fifteen 
years ago until the beginning of the great war 
the principal activity of the cleanup forces cen- 
tred upon the Tenderloins, the sexual under- 
world. Gradually, in city, after city, the prostitu- 
tion areas were wiped out. The women them- 


selves were not cured or bettered or reformed 
or healed with pity or even exterminated, which 
would have been a mercy. Neither were any 
doors opened to them or any added chances of 
honest livelihood afforded. The thing was, thus, 
just another hypocritical gesture. To understand 
just how hollow it was one must remember that 
the criminal underworld, thriving within the 
same boundaries, was not disturbed. The room- 
ing houses and cheap hotels and the saloons 
which were the habitats and hangouts of all the 
criminal castes, from the pickpocket to the bank 


robber, continued in business and suffered little 


if any loss of patronage. Where criminals moved 
at all it was only to follow in the wake of the 
driven women. And when they returned to their 
saloons for companionship with their fellows. 
These places ‘were their hegdquarters. Any one, 
even a detective, might always find them there. 

This was the order of the criminal underworld 
for many years, for two generations and more. 
And not a bad order, either, The gunmen, who 
sometimes shot one another when drunk, would 
have done as badly and shot more tellingly when 
sober. As for the professional criminals against 
property, they never did anything while drink- 
ing. It was then they were safest and most 
prone to the police, for drink brought on talka- 
tiveness and confidences—and arrests. And the 
young ruffians who often committed crimes of 
violence waen under the influence of liquor sel- 
dom if ever got their drink in the saloons re- 
served for the underworld. That was not their 
portion of the town. 

The disadvantage to the police of the new order 
of things need hardly be explained to any sen- 
sible person. Where is the law to reach now for 
its roundup of evildoers? How are the police to 
keep an eye upon an army of men and women, 
scattered to all the quarters? Where can the de- 
tective go now to overhear confidences, to in- 
quire the whereabouts of certain wanted men, 
to plant his stool pigeons? A house or an apart- 
ment, so long as there is no direct evidence 
against its inhabitants is as much the crook’s 
castle as the honest man’s. By using a Httle 
caution the evildoer is more secure there than 
ever before: , 
that there is now every inducement to sobriety 
and efficiency among the outlaws. This may 
gound like perverse philosophy, but it is straight 
reasoning to the detective. A sober robber is as 
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much better off for himself as a sober 
workman. 

The proof that criminals are every- 
where inhabiting apartments and houses 
in respectable and even fashionable neigh- 
needs no seeking. Any in- 
formed officer can give you a 
dozen instances. But here are a 
few notorious cases: 

Eddie Fay, one of the most no- 
ted bank and Post Office robbers 
of the times, was shot to death 
in a Chicago apartment in a good 
neighborhood by another member 
of his gang, and his body was 
thrown into an alley. He had been living in the 
place for some time and planning a great crim- 
inal conspiracy there. 

In Cleveland a year ago Little Tim and Toledo 
Joe Scully, yeggmen and bank holdup men, were 
caught in an apartment in the fashionable Lake- 
wood section. This had long been their head- 
quarters and had for months furnished them ef- 
fective cover, while the police sought in many 
directions for the men who had committed their 
robberies. 

In Brooklyn, three years ago, the notorious 
robber, Canada Jack, was shot and killed in an 
apartment in a good district by another yeggman, 
who was subsequently convicted of the murder 
and electrocuted. ' 

In the case of yeggmen the new 
social system has done an inter- 
esting thing. In other days this 
type of robber seldom asso- 
ciated extensively and even 
more rarely lived with women. The rov- 


ing life and an inculcated distrust of the sex ac- 


counted for this peculiarity. The yegg ef the 
present has gone to the city flat like other sub- 
worldings, and he has usually a woman at hand, 
his temporary wife, according to the-morality of 
his world, which is considerably better, by the 
way, than you have been taught to believe, 

These women are by no means always molls 
or criminal women. In the majority of cases 
they are girls innocent of any criminality, young 
women picked up about hotels and offices and the 
streets of the city, struck by the address and the 
free spending of the crooks, persuaded to the 
life they lead by love of comfort and clothes, and 
generally quite ignorant of the things their men 
are doing or have been doing. Here and there are 
stage women among them, but there are far more 
stenographers ond office girls and manicures and 
cashiers. Conventional marriage, uncertain and 
poverty baned, becomes less and less attractive 
to such young women under present urban con- 
ditions, and the other thing, uncertain too, but 
not stressed with poverty, more and more attrac- 
tive. 

Many feminine recruits reach the other side of 
the pale in this way. So do many young men. 
They cannot get what they want and what ad- 
jacent and flaunting wealth teaches them to want, 
without breaking the law. So more and more do 
not hesitate to break it. The woman breaks the 
moral and the man the statutory law, each for 


much the same reason. 
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Here we have one constant tributary pouring 
its sad waters into the melancholy sea of the un- 


der world. There are many others, though none 


so great as this. These inflows and infiltrations 
are what make the underworld to-day a thing so 
uncertain as to membership and area and eharac- 
ter. 

These constant contributions of new denizens 
have worked another mutation. They have 
brought into the banned regions many men and 
women of tffe later generation, better schooled 
and used to better environment that the older 
characters. These later arrivals have helped to 
raise the character of the whole region and its 
population. Aided by the general softening and 
refining processes at work in our young civili- 
gation, they have made the underworld of to-day 
—if you will exclude the foreigner and the gang- 
ster—a much less rough and furious thing. More 


‘brains and less violence are employed to-day. 


The old Bowery type, the hebetudinous rufMan, 
the murderous looking and murderous acting de- 
mon so beloved of Dickens has almost vanished 
from certain levels of this world. The violent 
and abhorrent crimes one reads of every few days 
are seldom to be charged to professional crimin- 
als. They are the work of drug addicts, young 
irresponsible hoodlums and abject foreigners, 
acting under codes strange to us. 

There has been no single episode to illustrate 
so clearly the great and complete change as the 
Cowboy Hill affair in Toledo, O., a few months 
ago. I this case we see not only the influence 
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of Prohibition, driving ‘criminals into apart- 
ments and fine residential quarters. We find, 
also, the old yegg converted into a different kind 
of criminal by conditions; we find the kind of 
robber using his brains and showing us a giimpse 
at the more refined methods of the day; and we 
find, finally, the crook taking a page from the 
fictioneer’s book. We find the society bank rob- 
ber, in the flesh, robbing banks, playing the so- 
cial game, living up to his created model. 


In the winter of 1919-20 Cowboy Hill, Joe Den- 


nison and two other experienced bank burglars, 
whose names have escaped me, rente an apart 
ment in the good residential district of Toledo, 
just off Collingwood Avenue, the city’s finest 
street. In that winter there were committed in 
and about Toledo six or eight important bank 
holdups and bank burglaries. These latter were 
characterized by the fact that the robbers von- 
tented themselves with blowing open the vault 
and then cutting or breaking open the safe de- 
posit boxes of the customers and extracting the 
bonds left there for safe keeping. In the cases 
spoken of there was never any attempt to blow 
open the safe and get at the bank’s funds. Where 
the bank was to be robbed this mysterious gang 
went about it by means of the daylight holdup, 
a change in method made necessary by the grad- 
ual adoption of the screwdoor safe, which is too 

difficult to burglarize. Various criminals or sup- 


posed criminals were arrested for these repeated 


crimes, but it was obvious the guilty men were 
at large. Cowboy Hill and his gang, with their 
women, continued to live at peace in their apart: 
ment in Toledo. 

In the following spring these criminals gave up 
their home in Toledo and moved out to the shores 


of Lake St. Clair, where a large number of the 


wealthy people of Detroit and other Michigan 


and Ohio cities have their summer homes. The 
lately rich automobile making set of Detroit. 


Toledo, Flint and Lansing is well represented at 
this resort. 

Into the centre of this colony moved the bank 
bandits and three personable young women. ‘They 
spent money freely, dressed with the richest and 
were received according to their looks. The 
Lake St. Clair colony delights in motor boating. 
Cowboy Hill and Joe Dennison had designed a 


fast motor boat. The colony decided to put up a. 


cup for the fastest launch on the lake and Den- 
nison won it in his speeding craft. The colony 
gave a farewell ball at the end of the season and 


Mr. Dennison was the most popular man. 


These were, if you please, nothing but yegg- 
men. In the old days they hung about saloons, 
“dangled” in box cars and lived the life of the 
tramp when funds were out. When they man- 


aged to rob a bank they lived in hotels and spent 


like drunken drummers. Every one of these men 
had seen the inside of more prisons than one. 
But now they lived the lives of gentlemen, of rich 
manufacturers. They had learned a trick or two 
from the paltry novelists. ) 

Dennison, a good locking youngish man in 
spite of prisons and crimes, had an air that made 
him popular with the flaccid women of the rich 
motor makers. It was little trouble for him to 
introduce the rest of his party, including the 
women, whose faults were veiled under excellent 
clothing. Gay parties and free spending did the rest. 

When last winter’s social season opened in 


days any competent and honest po 


diceman knew where the criminals dwelt. 


Toledo the gang was back in the Collingwood 
Avenue section in another fine big apartinent, 
and some of the people who had met those ing 
teresting gentlemen, Mr. Hill and Mr. Dennison, 
at Lake St. Clair, invited them and their ladies 
te functions in town. 

In the midst of these pleasant activities the 
raids on banks began anew. But now there wag 
a changed situation in Toledo. A new Police 
Commissioner had decided to clear the city of the 
crooks who had been making Toledo their head- 
quarters for many years under an agreement with 
the old police officials to leave the city unmoles- 
ted in return for harborage. As soon as the new 
police head began his crusade the criminals let 
loose-a tornado of holdups, robberies, burglaries 
and all manner of crimes upon the innocent town. 
The police responded by hunting them remorse- 


lessly and driving them out. 


After awhile Hill and Dennison and their pale 
were located-in their apartment and one morning 
a crew of seven or eight detectives was sent to 


bring in the members of the gang. The officers 


rushed the apartment and managed to get inside 
before the robbers opened fire. In the ensuing 
revolver fight Joe Dennison was shot dead, Cow- 


boy Hill fell with half a dozen bullets in his body 
and one of the detectives was as badly wounded, 
several others getting off with slighter hurts. 


The other two robbers and the three women 


were led to Police Headquarters and at least some 
of the mystery of the many Ohio robberies was 


made clear. The women, by the way, were not 
criminal and bad never suspected the identity or 
the profession of their men. They were released. 
The surviving robbers were sentenced to ten 


_ years in prison. 


No doubt the fate of these distinguished yeggs 


was something of a shock to their social inti- 


mates, . 
They searched the apartment after the arrest 
and there they found something symbolic. In 


the finely cut evening clothes of Mr. Joseph Den- 


nison, who lay dead in the Morgue, while the 
newspapers printed his long criminal records, 
were found tickets to the opera. He had been 


there a few nights earlfer, with the pretty young 
~ woman. who posed as his wife and knew not what 
he did and the gay men and women of the Tol- 


edo. rich set, who knew not whom they enter- 


. tained. 


They found many good books, too, in the 


‘apartment, all the property of Joe Dennison; 


and it dawned on some that a man may 4 
person of taste and sensibility and yet rob ba.ks, 
just as ene may be # social uplifter with one 
hand and hold stocks in a cannon foundry or, a 
poison gas works in the other. or quite a: 
church deacon may own an unspeakable rookery. 

The police sat down afterward and liked the 
work they had done, forgetting the work they 
had failed to do. They would have told you, 
no doubt, that there are many underworlds and 
not one, and that these underworlds are always 
the same. Do not believe them. 

Eppur si muove! It does move, this strange 
world under the frown of human disapproval.
